I think Col. 2: 12 points to the 
moment and act of water baptism, as in- 
dicating one’s new life, while the passage in 
Col. 3:1 bears more likely upon the act of 
faith exercised in the forgiveness of sins 
and the receiving of the new life, which was

S22—Has the Holy Spirit a Body? 
Question—Has the Holy Spirit a body ?—M. B. 
To the natural eye, Spirit is invisible. 

Hence the Holy Spirit is not ordinarily vis- 
ible to the natural eye. However, whenever 
the Holy Spirit has been manifested to the 
eye of man, He has been given the body of 
adove. Asa dove He descended upon Christ 
in His baptism in the form of a dove. Evi- 
dently the Holy Spirit was not clothed in 
the flesh and body of a dove, but for pur- 
poses of visible manifestation, He assumed 
the likeness to a dove. So far as I can now 
recall, the Spirit was manifested to the eye 
of man only in the form of a dove. 


S23—Are Not All Church Members Safe? 

Question—Jesus said in Matt. 16: 18—‘tUpon this 
rock I will build my Church, and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.’”” This being true, then 
is not every member in the Church safe, being on 
the true Rock?—A. A. 

Yes and No. Yes, if being in the true 
Church, he will stay there and be true to 
his Lord and Master. No, if he becomes 
untrue to his Master. It will be wise to 
distinguish between being a member of the 
visible Church on earth and being in Christ 
on the Rock. In the one case, if merely in 
the visible Church, many are so included, 
but they are hardly safe on the Rock. If 
one is in Christ truly, John 10: 28, says: 
“And I give unto them eternal life; and 
they shall never perish, neither shall any 
man pluck them out of my hand.” Such 
as are truly in Christ and choose to remain 
there, they are absolutely safe. 


824—Did Jesus Have Any Brothers? 

Question—Did Jesus have any brothers or sisters? 
From what we read in Mark 6:3; Matt. 13:55, and 
Gal. 1:19, it would seem that Jesus did have broth- 
ers and sisters. Some think that He did not. Please 
give us your opinion. 
did He commit His mother to the care of John and 
not to the care of His own brothers?—E. M. B. 


It is true that Jesus did not have, phys- 
ically speaking, any own brothers and 
sisters, but He did have, according to the 
Bible, what we now call half-brothers and 
half-sisters—they were the children of His 
mother, but He was not the son of their 
father, for He was begotten of the Holy 
Ghost and was the only begotten Son of 
God. See Matt. 1:20; Luke 1: 30-35. 
Notice especially the words of the angel in 
verse 35. As to why Jesus committed. His 
mother to the care‘of John and not to His

own brothers, there is no specific authority 
to say it was this or that, but I think it was 
because John was the hosom friend of Je- 
sus and was most likely better prepared to 
care for her than were His half-brothers. 
This is only supposition, but apparently 
there are many indirect reasons for this 
view. 


S825—Does the Bible Agree With Itself? 

Question—Does all Scripture given by the Holy 
Spirit agree? In other words, do not some passages 
of Scripture contradict other passages ?—A. 


Rightly understood, all Scripture is in 
perfect agreement. What may seem to be 
a contradiction of Scripture is due only to 
our lack of understanding. You can see 
how ridiculous it would be if the Holy Spirit 
were to inspire error as well as truth. He 
does not do that sort of work. What may 
seem to be a contradiction to our finite 
minds would be perfectly clear, if we could 
understand fully as God understands. Let 
us be patient and believing till the mists 
are rolled away and the larger light be 
given to us. 





S26—God Tempted Abraham: God Tempts No 
Man 


Question—In the Old Testament we are taught that 
God tempted Abraham—Gen. 22:1. In the New Tes- 
tament, we are taught that God tempts no man— 


James 1:13. How can these opposing statements be 
harmonized 7—-A. A. 


The connection shows that when it is said 
God tempted Abraham, He was seeking to 
bring Abraham to his best in life. We find 
this idea sustained by the connection in 
which the statement occurs. Symmachus 
translates the Hebrew word Nissah 
(tempted) by a Greek word which means to 
glorify, or to make illustrious. According 
to this idea, God really glorified, or put 
great honor upon, Abraham by giving such 
a test, because in doing so He enabled Abra- 
ham to show to all successive ages the na- 
ture and power of an unshaken faith in the 
power and goodness and truth of God. If 
God had not given Abraham this trial of 
his faith, the finest thing in Abraham’s life 
we should have missed, so when God tempted 
Abraham He was really testing his faith. 
In other words, He was tempting Abraham 
to come to his best in life. On the other 
hand, when it is said, “God cannot be tempt- 
ed with evil, neither tempteth He any man,” 
you see the difference appears at once—God 
does not tempt any man with evil, or to do 
evil. When God tempts one, it is in line 
with what He did for Abraham—tempts 
him to bring such an one to his best. Your 
quotation is hardly fair to the truth, for 
what James clearly implies is that God does 
not tempt any man with evil, a very differ- 
ent thing from what is said in Gen. 22: 1. 





827—Church Fairs and Festivals 


Question—Why do you so persistently oppose church 
fairs and festivals as a means of supporting the 
Church of Christ in its financial operations?—A. M. 


I oppose it so persistently because it is 
not God’s way of giving financial support 
to the cause of Christ. There is not a line 
in the Bible which justifies these indirect 
methods of raising church money... God’s 
way is first and last—always—the free-will 
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offering, and His way must be right. Every 
fair and festival held to raise money for 
the support of the church is really an edu- 
cational influence against real Christian lib- 
erality. By that I mean that fairs and 
festivals educate the people of means to 
depend upon the work of the women to raise 
money from Tom, Dick, and Harry for the 
support of the church, whereas, if the 
church were thrown upon its own resources, 
every effort to support the cause by direct 
giving would educate the people to give by 
free-will offerings to support the cause of 
Christ. There are many reasons why church 
money should not be raised by these in- 
direct methods, such as fairs and festivals, 
not the least of which is the educational 
influence of leading the church to depend 
on such means for. support, whereas the 
people of the church should, according to 
God’s way, be learning to give directly 
from their own means. Then another rea- 
son, which is still not the least, is the fact 
that this method of raising money for the 
support of the church brings reproach upon 
the cause of the Master. Do you ask: “In 
what way?” Then I will let another tell 
you. I find the following in a recent issue 
of The Biblical Recorder, and it sets forth 
in a very striking way the injury, the moral 
injury, often done the church in these fairs 
and festivals. It says: 


Many a merry gibe and jest have been 
leveled at the church fair and festival as 
means of raising money to carry on the 
Lord’s work. Who has not heard of the 
“lone oyster swimming in a bowl of soup 
priced at twenty-five cents,” and of “the 
magnifying glass necessary to find the ice- 
cream on the plate at a missionary supper?” 
Addressing women directly, Mrs. E. C. 
Cronk has the following earnest word in The 
Missionary Review: “We have belittled 
our cause, thinking to enlarge our coffers. 
We have asked women to eat a plate of ice- 
cream whom we should have asked to sup- 
port a mission station or to endow a hos- 
pital. We have cajoled and wheedled dimes 
and quarters from men whom we might have 
led to giving serious consideration to send- 
ing out a missionary. We have doled out 
pennies and nickels and dimes ourselves, and 
then ended our reports with, ‘She hath done 
what she could.’ ” 


Now, can you tell me what chance the 
church has to win a man of the world to 
Jesus Christ for salvation, when he has been 
treated that way in and by the church? 
He knows the thing was not honest, and 
under the smart of such a cheat, you can 
easily imagine him going out and saying: 
“They can talk all they please of honesty, 
but I do not wish that sort of a thing palm- 
ed off on me in the name of doing good. 
If that is the way they do good, I want 
none of it,” and the poor fellow, stumbling 
over the church, goes on his way to ruin, 
and that by the hand of the professed 
church. But some people seemingly would 
rather save money than save souls, and so, 
regardless of its effect on the power of the 
church to win men to Christ, they go on 
with this business, greatly to the detriment 
of the spiritual life and power of the 
church. Let us quit it and raise our money 
for the Lord’s work in the Lord’s way. 
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THE PARAMOUNT 


OME things are desirable. Other things 
S are necessary. We may use this or 
that in our work to advantage, but a 
particular thing we must have, as the work 
cannot be done without it, and in its ab- 
sence the fruit of our labors fails. Fac- 
ing such a situation, wise people make the 
one point of life to be that of having this 
one thing which is so necessary in order to 
accomplish life’s end, and to make fruitful 
its labors. We may labor for a day without 
sunshine, but we cannot labor for two min- 
utes without air. Then sunshine is desir- 
able, but air is a necessity. Many things 
enter into a farmer’s work, but he must 
have rain and sunshine, or he can raise no 
crop. 

It is much this way in the Church. It 
needs many things in its work for the sal- 
vation of men and for their maturity in 
grace, but there are some things which are 
absolutely necessary, without which we may 
as well be resting under the shade trees of the 
old home, as making an effort to do things, 
since one would be as likely to be fruit- 
ful in good as the other. The Church needs 
members, money, influence, and education; 
it needs good Sunday-schools, good teachers, 
good music, and many other things. We 
need all of these to make complete the plans 
and work of the Church, but with them all, 
the fruit will not appear unless we have 
one other element added, and while that ele- 
ment is abundant and at our command, yet 
we do not get its influence and power except 
as we definitely seek to receive it. We may 
do all of the forms of work, we may even 
be very active in seeking to build up the 
Church, but if this one thing is absent, 
then all is in vain and the real mission of 
the Church will be at a standstill. 

This one thing that the Church must have 
in order to accomplish its work and to gain 
its end in any really helpful way is the 
gift of the Holy Spirit. We are prone to 
think we can do our work just because we 
can go to the house of the Lord on Sunday 
and talk and sing and pray, because we can 
go to the Sunday-school and teach, or serve 
as an officer, because we can go to the 
prayer-meeting and take part in its weekly 
services, because we can visit the poor, the 


needy, and the helpless, because we can in- _ 


vite sinners to repent and return unto the 
Lord, but any or all of these things do not 
prove that we are doing the Lord’s work in 
a fruitful way. We may do and do, but our 
labors fruit not. The one thing we need in 
all of these things is the presence and pew- 
er of the Holy Spirit in ourselves, prepar- 
ing us to do fruitful work among men. This 
is the paramount need of the Church. With- 
out this gift the Church is but a form and 
an active outward life, while the real power 
of the life is not there. It matters not how 
little we know, nor yet how much we know, 
nor how much or how little we do, so far as 
the mere act is concerned, if the life be not 
dominated by the presence and power of the 
Holy Spirit, real Christian service and real 
Christian fruitage cannot result:

NEED OF THE CHURCH 


Even the ministry of the disciples before 
the coming of Pentecost was largely fruit- 
less. Each desired to be first in the king- 
dom, to be the biggest man in the field. No 
wonder that they did not gain much for the 
Master, but after the coming of the Holy 
Spirit these same men were powerful and 
the Church became as a burning lamp, giv- 
ing out the light of the truth wherever it 
labored. That is the one need of the 
Church to-day. She needs to arise and 
shine, not in the splendor of her wealth or 
learning, or in the magnificance of her wor- 
ship, or in her fine music. It may be possi- 
ble for all of these to be in place and serve 
a purpose, but the one need of the Church 
is that she may arise and shine in the pres- 
ence, power, and illumination of the Holy 
Spirit. This is the one, the paramount, need 
of the Church to-day. 

It seems quite strange that with this fact 
known and recognized, with the example of 
the powerlessness of the Church before 
Pentecost and its power and usefulness af- 
ter Pentecost, when the Spirit was given 
in such fulness, that we should be slow to 
come into possession of this marvelous gift, 
and yet that is just the failure of the 
Church to-day. We know the source of 
power, but we do not seek it till we receive 
it. We somehow are depending for useful- 
ness upon our forms and ceremonies. We 
think that is sufficient and we are satisfied 
to go along in a humdrum way, having the 
form but denying the power and the life 
which we might have under the presence of 
the Spirit. The paramount need of the 
Church to-day is to awake to the fact that 
our forms and ceremonies may be useful in 
some ways, but that these can never give 
the world a Church of real power in win- 
ning men to Christ. 


The need of the Church to-day is just 
what it has always been—to be a witness 
for the truths of Christ in an experimental 
Christianity. Here we must wait and pray 
till the Spirit is given, or we shall continue 
just as we are, driving along under a little 
human power and bearing only a little fruit 
that glorifies God in Christ. Let us face 
the issue. That is the most vital thing of 
to-day. We may push it aside, or refuse to 
recognize it, but no such action can make us 
effective in the Lord’s service. The Church 
must awake to her opportunity. She must 
arise and shine in the illumination which the 
Spirit gives to them in whose lives the Spir- 
it abides. The main point here is to be 
found in the fact that Jesus can do more 
with a good and true witness in winning the 
world to Himself than he can with all the 
display of human wealth, culture, and 
numbers. Jesus needs a witness to the 
truth, a witness who has been brought un- 
der the power of the Spirit, for then Jesus 
can speak through such an one to the awak- 
ening of others. It is not wealth, not human 
culture, not fine houses of worship, not great 
choirs, not a fine ritual, not great numbers, 
in which the Lord primarily delights—it is 
in the Spirit-filled life, given to Him for

service in winning the world to Himself. 
Here is the task of the Church to-day, and 
until this task is realized and an earnest 
effort made to accomplish it, the Church 
must remain a weakling, a dwarf, and a 
fruitless institution, as compared with what 
it might be under the power of the Spirit. 
The reason we so much need the gift of the 
Spirit is the fact that the Spirit only can 
make the Church a witness for Christ and 
His truth before a gainsaying world. Here 
is the supreme task of the Church in this, 
the twentieth century. Shall we face the 
fact, and shall we seek to bring ourselves 
thus under the power of the Holy Spirit as 
the one qualification for doing the Lord’s 
work in the Lord’s way? 


MAN IS A DESTROYER 


It is true that man is a producer, but it 
is just as true that man is a destroyer. His 
greatest means of production are his mental 
and physical capacities. His most-used 
means of destruction are his wastefulness 
and his carelessness. It is said that Ameri- 
cans are the most destructive in their waste- 
fulness of any nation in the world. It is 
estimated that we waste enough annually to 
feed ourselves. By waste we make it pos- 
sible to keep ourselves from large spheres 
of usefulness. If we were an economical 
nation we could feed at any time any fam- 
ine-stricken nation. If we were economical 
we could give the gospel to any nation in 
heathenism, or we could provide for the sick 
of any nation and give them first-class hos- 
pital and medical assistance, and yet we 
are denying the world the blessings we are 
capable of giving them and also denying 
ourselves the privilege of doing good to our 
needy fellows, and at the same time for- 
feiting our rewards which would surely 
come to us if we were but rendering to our 
fellow men the service of which we would 
be so capable, were it not for our waste~ 
fulness and our carelessness. 

As to our carelessness, it may be seen in 
a thousand ways. We name only a few, 
but the reader can think of many others, 
We let enough property each year go to 
wreck to make us independent, and the rea-~ 
son we do not take care of it is just a 
little matter of carelessness. One screw in 
the hinge of the gate comes out. Were it 
promptly put back, the gate might last ten 
years, but one screw out makes way for 
another, and then another, and by and by 
the gate falls and people walk over it and 
drive over it, and then we have to provide 
a new gate at a cost of ten dollars. Now,. 
think of it. We have a hundred millions 
of people. If one in ten of our families is 
thus careless, estimating five persons to the 
family, we shall have 2,000,000 families 
thus wasting, and if the one item we have 
mentioned were all, we should have a waste 
yearly of $20,000,000. Suppose we add to 
this sum another sum which should come 
from all acts of carelessness, and we should 
stand amazed at our loss we annually sus- 
tain in that way. Take the item of fires 
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which destroy property, and many of these 
fires are due solely to carelessness. It is 
said that we have a fire in the United States 
on an average of one a minute. Suppose 
these fires should average a loss of one 
thousand dollars each and the loss is dread- 
ful. We have 525,600 minutes in a year, 
and that means that we sustain a loss each 
year, if the average fire should entail a loss 
of $1,000 (and no doubt that is far too low), 
but at that rate the United States loses 
each year over $500,000,000. Think of it! 
And many of the fires are due solely to 
carelessness. 

We think it would be a fine thing if our 
schools had a department for teaching econ- 
omy and carefulness. Every child ought to 
have a chance to know the value of economy 
and the need for carefulness. We dare say 
that such lessons properly taught the young 
would repay larger dividends by far than 
many of the studies pursued will ever pay. 
Let us have a campaign for economy and 
carefulness—it will pay, especially if such 
campaign shall include work in our schools, 
where the young early in life may come to 
see what wastefulness and careiessness 
come to mean, not only to the nation, but 
to the life of the individual. This is far 
more apparent if you will keep in mind the 
the fact that the estimates given above are 
probably far below the reality. 

If the one item of fires from carelessness 
means a loss to the people of the United 
States of over $500,000,000, what must be 
the vast sum of the losses from all sources 
of carelessness and wastefulness! Surely 
the instruction of our youth in the matter 
of economy and carefulness in the affairs 
of life would pay a thousandfold and give 
the United States a double chance to bless 
the world by its helpfulness to all needy 
classes. 


THE FIRST STEP AND THE SECOND IS 
EASIER 


It is only a few years ago that Prof. 
George Burton Foster, of the University of 
Chicago, declared that “God did not make 
man, but that man made God.” That was 
about his highest point in wild delirium 
over his support of new things. However, 
before he got to that summit of error, he 
had well nigh run the full round of human 
vagaries, for he professed to believe almost 
any strange thing which was contrary to 
the teachings of the Bible. He professed 
to be a Baptist minister, but was in fact 
far from that honor in spirit, even though 
his name was on the list of recognized Bap- 
tist ministers. 

When man can take the stand that God 
did not make man, but that man made God, 
you may expect him to take almost any 
stand that is contrary to the truth. It is 
therefore no strange thing that this man 
now takes a stand for the brewing business. 
He is reported in the press now as having 
recently delivered an address before the 
American Society of Brewing Technology, 
which was greatly admired by the brewers, 
who went wild over its teaching. They 
thought so much of it that they took seven- 
teen columns of The Brewers’ Journal to 
publish it, so sending.it broadcast wherever 
that paper circulates, and that is a Baptist 
minister (?) defending the brewers of this 
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country. When one siarts wrong, it is 
easier to go on to the depths of error. Be- 
tween the utter repudiation of the Word of 
God and going into the rankest sin of the 
day, the distance is not very great. When 
a man starts down, he finds it easy going 
till he reaches the bottom. The safest life 
any man has ever lived on this earth is liv- 
ing according to the teachings of the Bible. 


MR. SUNDAY’S SUCCESSFUL CAREER 

It is indeed something of a marvel to see 
any man excel in this day of twentieth- 
century light all men who have gone before 
him. That is the distinction which comes 
to Rev. William A. Sunday in his evangelis- 
tic labors. No man in the history of Chris- 
tianity has had such unparalleled success 
as an evangelist as has Mr. Sunday—not in 
two thousand years, not ‘in six thousand 
years, has any man had such unparalleled 
success, so far as appearances are concern- 
ed. What his’success is in the sight of God 
only God knows, but so far as men can see, 
William A. Sunday is easily the most suc- 
cessful evangelist Christianity has _ pro- 
duced in any age. 

His New York meeting was the climax of 
a series of most remarkable evangelistic 
meetings. In that meeting there were 98,- 
264 professions, or what Mr. Sunday calls 
trail-hitters. Of course, only the Lord 
knows how many of these were genuine 
conversions. In six of Mr. Sunday’s meet- 
ings the professions of faith were as fol- 
lows: 
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The cost of the New York campaign was 
$150,000, outside of what was given to Mr. 
Sunday. The offering the New York people 
made to Mr. Sunday was $118,000, all of 
which we are told he gave to the Red Cross 
and the Army Y. M. C. A. for their work 
in the war. Certainly such figures are new 
in the Christian world. 


People are asking, “What can be the point 
of such marked success in his work?” No 
doubt many matters enter into his success 
in some degree, but there must be some one 
thing which rises above all else to bring 
such success. What can it be? Of course, 
no human being can do more than suggest 
the secret of success. As we see it, God 
is behind this man’s work and is giving the 
success. Admitting that to be a fact, the 
question arises, “But why does God give 
Billy Sunday such marked success rather 
than some other man?” Are there not other 
men just as good, just as strong, just as 
pious, just as eloquent? Most certainly, 
there are hundreds and thousands of minis- 
ters of the gospel which equal and may be 
surpass Mr. Sunday in all or in many of 
these particulars. Then why should the 
Lord give such success to Mr. Sunday more 
than to any of these other ministers? That 
is the point. We have a little grandchild 
not yet fifteen months old. He heard his 
mother one day say, “That is the point,” 
and.as she did so, she placed the end of the 
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index finger in the palm of her left hand. 
It impressed the child. Then for a long 
time if you would ask him what was the 
point, he would immediately place the index 
finger of his right hand in the palm of his 
left hand. That was to him the point. Now 
what we wish to get at is the point in Mr. 
Sunday’s success—what is it? 


The most prominent trait in his charac- 
ter as an evangelist is his unyielding loyalty 
to the Word of God. He fears not the face 
of man or devil—he proclaims absolutely, 
so far as we know, the convictions of his 
heart and mind, without reserve. He is not 
afraid. And this is the man whose labors 
seem so honored of the Lord in this age of 
lax Scriptural views, of running after new 
things, of preaching to attract itching ears, 
and yet this man never wavers in the pre- 
sentation of the truth of God’s Word, at 
least as he understands it. But what has 
this to do with Mr. Sunday’s success? As 
we see it, it has this to do with it: We 
believe the Lord has taken up a man from 
the baseball field to convince the world that 
he can use any man who is absolutely true 
to Him and His Son, His Spirit, His Word, 
and to His Church. As we see it, this is 
the point of success. Mr. Sunday is abso- 
lutely fearless in preaching the Word and 
the Lord is unfailingly honoring the mes- 
senger and his message. He is teaching the 
world what is the vital point in preaching 
the gospel—loyalty to the truth of the in- 
spired Word! God help us all to learn the 
lesson. Loyalty is more important than all 
the powers of man. If God can and does 
use such a man as Billy Sunday because of 
his unflinching loyalty to the Word, is that 
not a lesson to the rest of us? Let us move 
up a peg or two in loyalty. It may not 
make of us all Billy Sundays, but it will 
wonderfully help in our work.

We have 525,600 minutes in a year, 
and that means that we sustain a loss each 
year, if the average fire should entail a loss 
of $1,000 (and no doubt that is far too low), 
but at that rate the United States loses 
each year over $500,000,000. Think of it! 
And many of the fires are due solely to 
carelessness. 

We think it would be a fine thing if our 
schools had a department for teaching eccn- 
omy and carefulness. Every child ought to 
have a chance to know the value of cconomy 
and the need for carefulness. We dare say 
that such lessons properly taught the young 
would repay larger dividends by far than 
many of the studies pursued will ever pay. 
Let us have a campaign for economy and 
carefulness—it will pay, especially if such 
campaign shall include work in our schools, 
where the young early in life may come to 
see what wastefulness and careiessness 
come to mean, not only to the nation, but 
to the life of the individual. This is far 
more apparent if you will keep in mind the 
the fact that the estimates given above are 
probably far below the reality. 

If the one item of fires from carelessness 
means a loss to the people of the United 
States of over $500,000,000, what must be 
the vast sum of the losses from all sources 
of carelessness and wastefulness! Surely 
the instruction of our youth in the matter 
of economy and carefulness in the affairs 
of life would pay a thousandfold and give 
the United States a double chance to bless 
the world by its helpfulness to all needy 
classes.

We have 
also the witness of God’s Spirit in our 
hearts to the truth of the Word which re- 
veals these great fundamentals of our 
faith. 


For example, what a comfort to be able 
to entrust our soul’s welfare for time and 
eternity to One who, we know, will never, 
never fail us! He has paid the penalty 
due to us for sin; He will keep us strong 
to resist evil; He will protect us from Sa- 
tan’s poisonous shafts; His goodness and 
purity and perfection will be put to the 
credit side of our account; for “He was 
delivered for our offenses and raised again 
for our justification.” (Rom. 4:25) He 
will also preserve us from faint-heartedness 
and discouragement and failure. He will 
carry us through the awful Judgment Day 
in peace and joy. Indeed, “who shall lay 
anything to the charge of God’s chosen 
ones? It is God that justifieth. Who is 
he that condemneth? It is Christ that died, 
yea, rather, that is risen again, who is even 
at the right hand of God, who also maketh 
intercession for us.” (Rom. 8: 33, 34) We 
know these things. 


Again, we know that God controls all the 
events of our lives, if we are His children, 
and so shapes and uses them that they shall 
contribute to our highest good and greatest 
usefulness. St. Paul says it: 


“We know that all things work together 
for good to them that love God, to them who 
are the called according to His purpose.” 
(Rom. 8:28) The bright and the dark 
days; prosperous circumstances and ad- 
verse; the sad and the glad moments we 
spend; success and failure, gain and loss, 
health and sickness—all the varied experi- 
ences of our lives are in the hands of our 
heavenly Father and are ministering to our 
truest welfare. 


“Can it be possible,” asks some one, 
“that there is any good in failure and loss 
and bereavement?” 

Yes, in God’s way of looking at them, 
there is.

ening of our character and for our better 
equipment as His servants. 

Then do you not see, dear friend, that our 
attitude toward what we call misfortune 
should be patient acceptance of God’s will, 
cheerful submission to whatever He sends? 
As Miss Havergal puts it: 


Hush, oh, hush, for the Father portioneth 
as He will 

To all His beloved children, and shall they 
not be still? 

Is not His will the wisest, is not His choice 
the best? 

And in perfect acquiescence is there not per- 
fect rest? 


We know also that God hears and answers 
prayer. Here is a strong, clear word on 
that subject from 1 John 55: 14, 15: 


“And this is the confidence that we have 
in Him, that if we ask anything according 
to His will He heareth us: and if we know 
that He hear us, whatever we ask we know 
that we have the petitions that we desired 
of Him.” 


We know that God answers prayer (1) 
from what we know of the character of God, 
(2) from the express statements of Scrip- 
ture, (8) from the experience of God’s peo- 
ple in all periods of the history of the 
Church. Christian, do you not know it 
from your own experience? 

What a comfort to be assured that the 
almighty and eternal God is interested in 
the humblest of His children so that He 
hears their cry and answers them in love: 


I feel as weak as a violet, 

Alone ’neath the awful sky, 

Alone, yet as truthful also, 

For all year long I see 

All the wonders of faithful nature 

Still worked for the love of me. 

Winds wander and dews drip earthward, 
Rains fall, suns rise and set,

their daily struggles and longings, and the 
words of Jesus to His disciples: “The very 
hairs of your heads are all numbered,” ex- 
press God’s tender and detailed interest in 
the affairs of those who trust Him. 

Again, we know that we have passed 
from death unto life. (See 1 John 3:14; 
John 5:24) “One thing I know,” said the 
beggar whose eyes Jesus opened, “that 
whereas I was blind now I see.” (John 
9: 25) 

And how many thousands can bear simi- 
lar testimony! They know they have 
turned from darkness to light and from the 
power of Satan unto God. They know their 
sins are forgiven by Him who loved them 
and gave Himself for them. They know 
that whereas they were blind to their sin- 
fulness and need of Christ and to the 
efficacy of Christ’s blood as an atonement 
for their guilt, the eyes of their faith have 
been wondrously and graciously opened to 
these great truths. They now see them- 
selves as once lost without Christ, but now 
saved through Him. They know these 
things to their great joy and peace. 

Finally, the true Christian knows that 
“if the earthly house of our tabernacle be 
dissolved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” (2 Cor. 5:1) 

The English infidel, Hobbes, said that 
“Death is a leap into the dark.” Robert 
Ingersoll, the blasphemer, said that he did 
not know either the Captain or the Pilot 
or the Port of the ship in which he was 
sailing the sea of life. But the Christian 
knows. He knows that for him Christ has 
abolished death and has brought life and 
immortality to light through His gospel. 

Dr. Louis Albert Banks tells of an elderly 
woman whom he was once called to visit who, 
although over ninety years old and twenty 
years blind, had a vigorous faith, and a 
clear vision of eternal realities.

“{ confess, and I get forgiven, eh?” 

“Certainly.” 

“Cleansed, too? 

“Yes.” 

“Aw ri! (All right!)” 

He laughed, and clapped his hands with 
glee. 

“Sure thing!” 

And then, to my great surprise and con- 
sternation he asked, 

“Here? Confess here?” 

“What?” I asked, “confess here?” 


Cleaned up?” 


“Sure! To you.” 
“Confess to me? What do you mean?” I 
asked. 


Our conversation had taken place in my 
office. At the opposite end from the door 
of the waiting-room was another door open- 
ing into the laboratory. 

“In there?” he asked, pointing at that 
door. “Goin there? Go now?” 

“That is the laboratory,” I said. “This is 
the room for consultations. Now what is it 
that you want? Proceed.” 

“To confess. Sure! Confess to you.” 

“Confess to me!’} My consternation went 
up several points. 

Then I looked at him severely. Had he 
stolen something from me and come to con- 
fess it? It looked like it. 

“T like confess my sins to you,” he re- 
sumed. 


“Tome? Why? How?” 
Then something suggested to me his 
meaning. 


“Why, my dear man,” I said, “you are 
mistaken! I am not a priest.” 

He scowled. “Priests nothing!” he said. 
“Priests no good for me!” 

I had already recognized him as one of 
the men who had been converted at the time 
of the evangelical meetings in the winter, 
and knew him to be not only a consistent 
Protestant, but extremely energetic and en- 
thusiastic. 

“T want,” he said, slowly, so as to make 
his meaning clear, “I want to confess to you, 
my sins.” 

I distinguished my surprise as astonish- 
ment, and at the moment he was preparing 
to kneel beside the desk. With no little 
difficulty I dissuaded him, for it was plain 
that he intended then and there to confess 
to me. By carefully questioning him I 
found that he was in earnest, and that he 
had come to me because some one who had 
been sick had told him that I had to have 
my patients “tell everything” before I would 
treat them. He knew better than to go to 
the minister, the rector of St. Paul’s Italian 
mission, and came to me, instead. With 
much trouble I convinced him that I did not 
hear confessions. 

This incident occurred two, or possibly 
three years ago. It was then that I noticed 


‘for the first time this bent of the Italian 


Protestant mind. Since then I have had 
several occasions to notice it in these people 
who have come out of Romanism, but still 
cherish an innate desire to confess their 
sins. There is that in the Italian human 
nature which finds relief in uttering to hu- 
man ears that which must ordinarily be kept 
between the soul and its God. They do not 
look for absolution in the least, but find 
comfort in confessing. The mere act of tell- 
ing is a help, and at the same time it is a 
searching of motives and culpability. It is 
nothing else than a craving. The erring and 
remorseful one wants to lay bare his heart, 
and in return to get encouragement and 
moral guidance. 

Latterly I have listened to that which 
they have to tell, and it seems to do them 
good to “tell it out.” No secret abnormalities 
have ever come to me, no confession of 
heinous sins. The most frequent confession 
is that the suppliant “got mad’’ at some one. 
The lapse of temper bothers the average 
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Italian Protestant greatly, and he feels bet- 
ter when he can come and admit it. Just 
before the communion service is a favorite 
time for the confessions, and I have got 
accustomed to having the contrite ones call 
at the office then. The formal acknowledg- 
ments of wrong-doing hardly tend to edifica- 
tion, but they do the person good and he 
goes away happy. I have yet to hear con- 
fession of a fall from purity, or of any dark 
points in one’s personal history. If one has 
committed a sin against another, I make as 
a factor in the case the duty of insisting on 
a frank avowal to the parties most imme- 
diately concerned; and it is to the credit of 
the impulsive Italian heart that they will 
invariably follow my advice. They say 
heartily that they “found this out by the 
Bible,” the book which it is our duty to 
make familiar to them, and which has so 
long been kept from them.

A local paper (Urbana, Ill.) reporting 
Dr. Roy Helfenstein, says:

The old world has called 
to the new, as of old the call was made— 
‘Come over into» Macedonia and help us.’ 
Men here in America will think more of God 
and their relation to Him in the next year 
than they have thought in the past ten 
years. We will all be driven to God as the 
calamities of war are hurled upon us. We 
are told in the Book to which the world 
must come back, we are told that the time 
will come when ‘Every knee shall bow and 
every tongue shall confess Christ as Lord.’ 
If the world had been living in the spirit of 
that confession this war would have been 
impossible. If the kaiser had been dream- 
ing of world evangelization instead of 
world conquest, this most terrible war 
in the history of the world would never 
have happened. But not only has Germany 
forgotten God. The whole world has been 
leaving Him out of its reckoning, and ‘With- 
out the shedding of blood there can be no 
remission of sin.’ How oft would the bless- 
ed Lord have gathered the nations of the 
world beneath His loving protection as a 
hen gathereth her brood, but they would 
not. America is in the war in behalf of 
humanity. We are not fighting for selfish 
gain nor greed of conquest and good will 
come out of it all. American citizens will 


be brought out of their smug complacency. 
Men will look not only to their own good 
but to others’ welfare. The church faces 
to-day its biggest opportunity for service.

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THE SECOND COMING OF CHRIST

Sixth Article 


“Unto them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without sin unto 
salvation.”-—Heb. 9: 28. 


5. What is the proper attitude toward 
the event? 

It is the culminating event, the consum- 
mation of the ages; in fact, that very event 
for which the ages of the past and of the 
present have existed. It is therefore of the 
most surpassing importance to every mor- 
tal, for it will determine the reward of each 
for all the ages of the ages, with no possi- 
bility of a reversal of the verdict in any 
instance whatsoever. That He will come, 
and even quickly in the near future, I think 
must be conceded by every thoughtful and 
studious mind; by reference to the past and 
present fulfillment of prophecy, as viewed 
in the light of history. “The heavens shall 
depart as a scroll, when it is rolled to- 
gether.” Says a lecturer, “The impression 
is deepening that we are approaching a 
crisis such as the world has never known.” 
Christ will come again, “suddenly,” “as a 
thief in the night,” “in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye,” “as the lightning.” 
Says Dr. L. T. Townsend, “When that day 
and hour known only to the Father shall 
come, when the electric shock, as it were, 
is applied to the batteries of the universe, 
then quicker than the snapping of the fin- 
gers the whole face of the universe will 
change.” 


“Behold I come quickly, and my reward 
is with me, to give unto every man accord- 
ing as his work shall be.” (Rev. 22: 12) 

It is the coming of the Bridegroom for the 
Bride. Long time ago He said to her, “I 
go to prepare a place for you. And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself, that 
where I am, there ye may be also.” (John 
14:3) What has she been doing in the 
meantime, during His absence? What is 
she now doing? How will she receive Him? 
These thoughts are of a practical nature, 
as also pertinent to the theme. 

The Bride was not to be idle during the 
Bridegroom’s absence. He had expressed 
His wishes, imparted His final instructions 
ere He left for the long “journey.” She 
must “watch and wait,” work and sweat 
and toil. Like her Lord she must “learn 
obedience through suffering.” She is en- 
trusted with the most precious treasure, the 
gospel of salvation, of life everlasting to a 
dying mortal race. Upon the faithful dis- 
charge of the responsibility, would depend 
the nature of her reward when He should 
return. What has been done? Let us see. 


From the first announcement of John, the 
Baptist, and onward through the ministry 
of Jesus, emphasis was laid on the “king- 
dom” phase of the message. “The kingdom 
of heaven is at hand.” “The kingdom of 
God is come nigh to you,” as proclaimed by 
the “seventy, whom He sent out two and 
two through all Israel.” Not then and there 
was He to establish His kingdom. That was 
still in the future. But Israel was the elect 
of God. The nation should have first place, 
the seat of highest honor in His kingdom, 
if she would accept it. For three and a half 


years He pressed home His claims to King- 
ship. He sent his disciples and the seventy 
forth with the message. Privately to His 
disciples He foretold His cross, but not so 
to Israel. “He gave the nation a first choice 
in His reign, when He begins it at the end 
of this age. The time of the kingdom is 
fixed. The one chosen nation lost their 
golden opportunity, and the nation bringing 
forth the fruits of the heavenly kingdom 
will have first place which Israel lost.” 
(Matt. 21: 48) 

The Great Consummation. 

They crucified their King on Calvary, ex- 
claiming, “His blood be on us, and on our 
children,” “we have no king but Caesar.” 
After His exit from the tomb He told His 
followers to “Go into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to the whole creation.” 
Then it became a message of mercy and 
salvation. The beautiful qualities of heart 
and soul necessary for citizenship in His 
kingdom were proclaimed to all races of 
men. 


Comparatively little emphasis was given 
the kingdom and reigning phase of the gos- 
pel message subsequently to the crucifixion. 
This is proven by reference to the Acts and 
the Epistles, when placed in comparison 
with the four Gospels. Emphasis was giv- 
en to faith, repentance, confession, forgive- 
ness, obedience, life everlasting. “The old 
man” of sin must be “crucified with Christ,” 
“buried with him,” and “raised with him,” 
to “walk in newness of life.” The change 
comprehended a moral revolution of “the 
inner man.” 


The preaching of the gospel was with the 
demonstrated power of the Holy Spirit. 
Great multitudes were converted, and em- 
braced the gospel “hope.” Then “wolves in 
sheeps’ clothing” retailed “heresies” among 
the flock. Finally a great “falling away” 
occurred, and the “man of sin was revealed, 
the son of perdition, who opposeth and exalt- 
eth himself above all that is called God, so 
that he as God sitteth in the temple of God, 
shewing himself that he is God.” (2 Thess. 
2:1-12) Then ensued the long period of 
papal persecution of the saints of God. 
They were hunted to the “dens and caves of 
the mountains,” tortured with every device 
which satanic ingenuity could invent, 
burned alive by slow fires at the stake, slain 
with the sword, or sold into captivity, until 
millions had met cruel death by the relent- 
less, unpitying hand of the Oppressor. 

Let it be fully sensed by the reader that 
our Lord had a church on earth during all 
this time. It might be driven into the wil- 
derness, and the solitary places, but it ex- 
isted. “The gates of hades shall not pre- 
vail against it.” And presently it mani- 
fested itself. The fact is worthy of note, 
that it is now just four centuries since 
Luther nailed the ninety-five theses to the 
door of his church at Wittenberg, and 
launched the great Reformation. Gradually 
the monster of iniquity was shorn of his 
persecuting power. But he released his 
grip on the nations most reluctantly. Bloody 
‘wars succeeded each other for many years. 
Finally, somewhat more than a century, his 
power was curbed, and he has been held in 
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leash until now. Let us hope and pray that 
the thongs which bind him may never be- 
come weakened, for his nature has not 
changed. The whole false system is irrec- 
oncilable to the pure gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and will remain so until destroyed 
with the brightness of the Lord’s coming. 


Promptly upon coming out, and recover- 
ing somewhat from the blight of the great 
tribulation, the Bride of the Lamb began 
to plan more extended gospel work. Mis- 
sionary and Bible societies were organized, 
and talented gospel workers went forth to 
the benighted nation; both to the continents 
and islands of the seas. A vast and mag- 
nificent work has been accomplished, which 
is being prosecuted with ever increasing 
vigor from year to year. 


There is in the grand onward march of 
the ages, the recurrence of doctrine, his- 
tory repeating itself. We note an instance 
of that kind in closing this article. Coin- 
cident with revived missionary interest, 
there appeared the special Christ given 
signs of the second advent, in earth, sea, 
and sky. And also coincident with these, 
is a very noticeable reversion in doctrine to 
the kingdom and reign of Christ. Inter- 
spersed all through the glory song of the 
herald’s message, as he tells the glad story 
of salvation by the cross and open tomb, can 
now be heard again, after the lapse of so 
many centuries, the long silent note of the 
Kingdom and Reign and Crown. It is an 
unavoidable accompaniment of the adven- 
tual proclamation. 


As once before, in the ending of a former 
dispensation, our Lord offered the place of 
honor in His future kingdom to a nation, 
so now again, in the ending of this age, the 
same proclamation is going forth. Definite- 
ly declined by a race in a former age, who, 
then, will occupy the high place of dignity 
in the coming kingdom? Not any one na- 
tion, it is certain, but the rather those of 
all nations who are believers in, and heralds 
of, the coming kingdom and reign of the 
Christ. Surely those who have borne the 
greatest cross, will wear the brightest 
crowns. “Unto them that look for him shall 
he appear the second time without sin unto 
salvation.”

Preachers Probe Perils of Professional Evangelists’ Work—Careful 
Study of Sympathetic Pastors Discovers Glaring Evils in System. 
BY THE RELIGIOUS RAMBLER 


Billy Sunday’s spectacular work in New 
York is bringing to a focus the whole ques- 
tion of professional evangelists in the 
churches; their use and their methods, and 
their relationship to the established agen- 
cies of Christianity. Concerning Billy him- 
self, there is substantial agreement among 
churchmen. They are for him. He is the 
great guerilla of Christianity. He pioneers 
the way through the indifference of the un- 
churched public, and, in the colloquial 
phrase, puts religion on the map. 

But the imitators of Billy Sunday have 
become a serious problem for the churches. 
The number of these is legion. Professional 
evangelism has suddenly become a very at- 
tractive field fer a host of men who are 
irked by the steady grind of the pastorate. 
Cities, too, are tempted to find a short cut 
out of all their problems by hiring an out- 
sider to do their work for them by high 
pressure methods. 


The methods of Mr. Sunday are not ex- 
clusively his own. He himself got them 
from Evangelist Williams, and practically 
all other evangelists have now adopted his 
plans. It may be said, as a generalization, 
that the methods of all evangelists are now 
substantially alike, both with respect to 
finances and to religious operation. Billy 
himself has gene ahead of the little fellows, 
and has greatly modified his financial plans, 
to the delight of the church people. He also 
has abolished the receiving of presents from 
the platform, and many of the other ob 
jectionable features that are now being 
criticized on the part of his imitators. 


PREACHERS PUT IN THE PROBE 


Opportunely, and without any relation to 
New York, the Ministerial Association of 
Wilmington, Delaware, has, one year after 
a special evangelistic campaign of this kind, 
conducted an investigation into the whole 
question among the churches and pastors of 
the city. Every minister, regardness of de- 
nomination, was asked to answer a series of 
questions upon the effects of the campaign, 
and requested to give his mature judgment 
upon the evangelist’s methods. It happened 
that this particular evangelist had conduct- 
ed what was looked upon as a successful 
series of meetings, and the pastors were 
friendly to him. 


Now the results of this investigation have 
been published in The Continent. It is to 
be noted that the criticisms come, not frem 
the outside, but from the pastors who, with 
their churches, had done the work and paid 
the bills and reaped the results. They have 
a spiritual responsibility for the field, and 
nobody could question their perfect right to 


the fullest and most searching investiga- 
tion. 

Out of thirty-seven pastors who coopera- 
ted actively in the campaign, twenty-four 
made written answers to the committee c 
the Ministerial Asseciation. The others, the 
committee says, while not reporting in writ- 
ing, were believed to be in _ substantial 
agreement with all the conclusions. 


LEAVING THE PREACHERS OUT 


The first criticism of importance was the 
unanimous one that the evangelist went 
ahead on his own heok without consulting 
the preachers. Proffers of well-meant ad- 
vice were rejected as disloyalty. The prac- 
tical suggestion is offered that regular con- 
ferences between the evangelist and the pas- 
tors are indispensable to the success of any 
united evangelistic campaign. 

“With one exception all the pastors heard 
from object to the policy of carrying on 
personal work in the midst. of the meetings 
through ‘great numbers of promiscueus and 
untrained workers.’ Their conviction is that 
under such a method the ‘real and ultimate 
reason for accepting Christ is lost in the 
confusion of personal considerations, over- 
wrought emotions, inadequate presentation 
of the world, selfish and denominational 
arguments, mass movements, and other kin- 
dred appeals. Fewer -workers more care- 
fully trained, these pastors believe, will 
bring about more profitable results. 


THE GRAFT AND THE GROTESQUE 


“The difficulty of instructing children and 
securing from them intelligent action in a 
great tabernacle is, in the opinion of the 
Wilmingten pastors, so evident that they 
are by great majority persuaded that it 
would be better not to try to influence chil- 
dren at all in cannection with such move- 
ments. 

“Yelling, applauding, ‘original songs,’ and 
the platform presentation of gifts to the 
evangelist and similar sensationalism, are 
more sharply condemned than any other 
aspect of the tabernacle services. Devo- 
tional spirit, it is declared, breaks down 
utterly under such a handicap. 

“Clearer discrimination in the evangel- 
ist’s invitations is insisted on. ‘All the 
classes urged to decision ought to be in- 
cluded in a tabernacle effort, but they ought 
to be so sharply distinguished that Chris- 
tians, active and pious, shall not be made 
to stultify themselves as prodigals and 
backsliders.’ 

“That the finance methods of evangelists 
need revision is common opinion of all the 
pastors, but they do not agree as to what 
amendment is most desirable. Two-thirds 
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prefer a stipulated salary for the evangelist 
for the period of the campaign, relieving 
him from the temptation to ‘pad returns’ in 
order to stimulate contributions. The other 
third think the present method of a free- 
will offering for the evangelist would be 
satisfactory if the offerings were ‘strictly 
freewill.’ All take exception to efforts by 
members of the evangelist’s party to pro- 
mote the evangelist’s remuneration. 


KEEPING CHURCHES OPEN 


“Two-thirds of the pastors likewise sub- 
scribe to the opinion that the worship of 
local church in their own buildings ought 
not to be completely interrupted during the 
progress of a eampaign. They would have 
regular church services in the morning each 
Sabbath, and union services at the taber- 
nacle in the evening. 

No gain for civic righteousness or stim- 
ulus to community conscience is recognized. 
by Wilmington’s ministry unless in some 
slight strengthening of sentiment for tem- 
perance. But even this appears conjectural 
to most of those responding te the com- 
mittee. 

SNOBBERY OF SOCIETY “STUNTS” 


“Again there is a division of sentiment 
on the value of parlor meetings in promi- 
nent homes; oply two in three of answer- 
ing pastors believe that ‘the possibility of 
reaching the masses was jeopardized by un- 
democratic social meetings among the 
wealthy.’ Others, however, justify the prac- 
tice by analogy with shop meetings for 
workingmen. 

“A lack of comprehensiveness in the evan- 
gelist’s message is deplored. The evangelist 
was felt to be ‘hitting hard those things 
that it is easiest to hit hard’ while omitting 
to deal with subtler and perhaps farther 
reaching sins. The effects of the revival 
are felt on the whole to have been greater 
among the wealthy and the poor than 
among the middle clesses.” 

General ecclesiastical bodies and the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches are all aiming now 
to bring the professional evangelist under 
some sort of control. Evangelists themselves 
have organized an association in the hope 
of imposing restraint upon the men who 
range too far afield. The new mood of 
efficiency in the churches will certainly util 
ize the evangelist, but also hold him stead- 
ily to the main issue, and bring him to ac- 
count for all violations of the code of the 
churches.—The Erie (Pa.) Daily Times, 
June 16, 1917.

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THE IDEAL STUDY"

“Study to show thyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth.’’--2. Tim. 2: 15. 

Paul, the great apostle to the Gentiles, 
wrote the words of our text to Timothy, a 
young and promising man, while he was 
in prison at Rome, awaiting his second 
trial, before Caesar, in 66 A. D. And let 
it be remembered that this Paul was the 
intellectual giant of the ages. He was edu- 
sated at the feet of Gamalial, at Jcrusa- 
em’s greatest university, and under the 
geeatest Jewish educator. He was a man 
of the highest social standing and of special 
nolitical rank, a renowned theologian and 
in possession of great wealth. If ever a 
man walked upon Israel’s soil who had a 
natural right to boast, and feel himself 
above the common class, the bulwark of the 
nation, it was Paul, Jesus’ apostle, and yet 
he was not ashamed to call humanity’s low- 
est, brethren, and we hear him one day say- 
ing, “I count all things but fit for the gar- 
bage heap, except those things which fit me 
and help me in serving men,” and- he is so 
moved in desire to serve the present age 
with all his soul and body energy, that he 
would say, “I forget the things behind and 
look upon the present and the future, 
stretching myself for the prize, which is at 
the mark of the high calling in Christ Je- 
sus.” 

Now, what did he mean? He meant that 
by serving mankind, God’s prize, God’s 
pleasure could only be received. 

To Paul, all suffering was ease, and 
shame was glory, when it came by serving 
men, with an eye single to the glory of God. 
To Paul, no kind nor amount of education 
was worth the getting, except as one could 
show himself approved unto God, in using 
it in serving man. Hence he would say to 
Timothy, the young scholar and Christian, 
“Be not ashamed of me, and the gospel 
which has thrown me into prison,” but rath- 
er, “Study to show thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” And so, as Paul, all the individuals 
and nations of the earth, who think correct- 
ly, are this evening sending out the same 
call to you of the graduating class, and all 
who study, having previously graduated, or 
who ara in the future to graduate. 

I. All Study Should Be done With an 
Unselfish End in View. 

One must realize when he begins to study, 
all through his school-days, and when he 
goes out to take up his place in service in 
the world among men, that he is not living 
and serving merely for self, but for those as 
fortunate, and less fortunate than himself. 
The New Testament teaches us that “No 
man liveth unto himself, and no man dieth 
unto himself,” and that “we sow and an- 
other reaps.” 

Dr. Royster, of the Southern Medical As- 
sociation, says we are laying the pavement 
upon which the future generation will walk, 
just as the previous generation laid the 
pavement upon which we walk, and then we 
hear the words of Paul, “Let every man 
take heed how he buildeth,” and Longfel- 
low declares in his “Builders,” that 


“All are architects of fate, 
Working in these walls of time; 
Some with massive deeds and great, 
Some with ornaments of rhyme. 


Nothing useless is so low; 
Each thing in its place is best; 
And what seems but idle show 
Strengthens and supports the rest. 


For the structure that we raise, 
Time is with materials filled; 
Our to-days and yesterdays 
Are the blocks with which we build. 


In the older days of Art, 

Builders wrought with greatest care 
Each minute and unseen part; 

For the gods see everywhere. 


Let us do our work as well, 
Both the unseen and the seen, 

Make the house, where gods may dwell, 
Beautiful, entire, and clean. 


Else our lives are incomplete, 
Standing in these walls of time, 

Broken stairways, where the feet 
Stumble as they seek to climb.” 


Be it well remembered that our foot- 
prints on the sands of time are indestruct- 
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ible and our words and deeds are immortal, 
therefore we would let Virgil say to you 
from the fifth book of the Aeneid: 
“Stand to your tackle, mates, 
And stretch your oars, 


’Tis fate diverts your course, 
And fate you must obey.” 


Thus to life’s task we bid you go. 

In the life of unselfish service, we have 
to live as it were like a submarine, often 
out of sight, and thus, because a true serv- 
ant must be more than driftwood, continu- 
ally seen upon the surface. John Dryden 
said: 
“Error, like flaws upon the surface, flows, 


He who would search for pearls, must dive 
below,” 


and the unselfish servant must often dive 
and bring up pearls, to humanity, and often 
pearls are brought up, when we reach down

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and bring up the “mud sills” of humanity, 
the fallen and unfortunate sons of men. 

Ovid tells us how we can serve and be 
satisfied, when he says: “There is a God, 
within us, which breathes that divine fire 
with which we are animated.” Sometimes 
those who do serve unselfishly, have to 
serve, standing alone, as they serve, for the 
sake of principle and mankind, and we all 
covet for you, members of this graduating 
class, the being of heroes and heroines, and 
you, we are sure, will “Dare to be a Daniel, 
and dare to stand alone,” if in service you 
should be so called. James Russell Lowell 
says: “They are slaves that dare not be 
in the right, with two or three.” Spurgeon 
said: “Learn to stand alone, learn to say, 
‘NO,’ it will be of more use to you than to 
be able to read Latin,” and Milton’s state- 
ment might well follow: “He that reigns 
within himself, and rules passions, desires, 
and fears, is more than a king,” and Sol- 
omon said: “He that ruleth himself is 
greater than he that taketh a city,” and 
Jesus said: “I can do nothing of myself.” 
He looked out and up to One, “Abba, Father, 
‘who art in heaven,” to strengthen and di- 
rect His life, and we hear Him saying one 
day, “I came not to be ministered to, but 
to minister and give my life a ransom for 
many.” 

The words expressing the spirit of differ- 
ent ages have been much heard and much 
changed. China’s present word for her pres- 
ent administration is, “Greater uprightness,” 
while the present American word is “Activ- 
ism;” the Christian Endeavor’ words, 
“Studying to serve,” and the educational 
world’s words are, “Studying to serve with 
greater efficiency.” 

Now, how: are you to use the knowledge 
gained during your years in grammar and 
high school? Sure you are not to be thought 
of as the Athenians were, when Socrates 
said, “Oh, my friends, why do you who are 
citizens of the great and mighty and wise 
city of Athens care so much about laying 
up the greatest amount of money, and hon- 
or, and reputation, and so little about wis- 
dom and truth, and the greatest good of the 
soul, which you never regard nor heed at 
all?” 

Plato said that man who is good for any- 
thing ought not to calculate the chance of 
living or dying, he ought to consider only 
whether, in doing anything, he is doing 
right or wrong, acting the part of the good 
or the bad. And so it is true service should 
be the “sumum bonum” of any man’s or 
woman’s life. 

II. You Will Never Reach 
in True Service. 


Your Ideal 


The higher one climbs up the Alps, the 
more expansive is his view. Down yonder 
in the valley at the foot of the mountain, 
his world was small and his aspirations and 
ideals were few, and his visions low, but 
still divine, yet as he climbs, more numer- 
ous, high, and divine they all grow, till at 
last when evening’s sun is sinking beneath 
the western horizon, as he stands upon the 
peak of the Alps, he sees the vast and un- 
traversed fertile plains of Italy stretching 
like great oceans at his feet. 

No, God has not willed that we should 


reach our ideal, for if we were to reach it 
our usefulness would cease. Henry van 
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Dyke has written a book entitled, “The Blue 
Flower.” All of us know what the “Blue 
Flower” is, and where it grows. Just go 
out to the mountain’s foot, look up, and 
you see it. Did you ever climb, and all but 
stoop to pluck it, and find that it was fur- 
ther up, and so again climb and the “Blue 
Flower” seemed to climb? Well, Henry van 
Dye makes the “Blue Flower” typical of 
an ideal, which goes up the rough and craggy 
side of life’s mountain ever before us and 
never plucked. One of the most promising 
facts in your life will be the climbing to 
your ideal, and it is to be hoped that in your 
graduating from the high school you have 
not plucked the “Blue Flower,” that you 
have not attained your ideal, but that you 
shall go on until Bucknell University, or 
some college shall give you a “sheepskin.” 


The diploma you are about to receive will 
not get for you success. Daniel Webster, 
after his diploma had been handed to him, 
went out and around to the rear of the 
building where his horse was tied and tore 
the diploma into scraps, mounted his horse, 
and rode away, saying, “The only thing 
that will bring success to me is my indus- 
try.” Diplomas are good and pleasant to 
have, but they, within themselves, are not 
success. There is a school in which you 
will each have to take a _ post-graduate 
course, no matter how many schools, col- 
leges, and institutions of higher learning 
you attend, that is, if you are ever to be 
useful in life’s service, and that is the 
university commonly known as “The Uni- 
versity of Hard Knocks.” But some will 
say the way is too long, too hard, and there 
are too many barriers in the way. Well, 
you are young and youthful days are great 
days. Boswell said, when an old man: 


“Oh, for one hour of youthful joy! 
Bring back my twentieth spring; 
I’d rather laugh a light-haired boy, 
Than reign a gray-haired king,” 
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and he had traveled the long way. And 
Bartholomew had great faith in every man’s 
chance, according to his wonderful poem in 
which he said: 


“IT never was a great believer in the things 
that men call luck, 

It takes hard, down-right digging ere the 
vein of gold is struck. 

Dame Fortune may be fickle, but none of us 
can deny 

That she loves to lay her treasures at the 
feet of those who’ve tried. 


“T’ve read the records closely, I’ve watched 
life’s battles, too, 

And they’ve taught me one good lesson I 
would teach to you, 

Fate cannot build a barrier so rugged or so 


igh 
That it cannot be surmounted by those who 
try and try. 


“T honor the man of learning, I honor the 
genius, too, 

I honor the strong man and the brave man, 
I honor them all, don’t you? 

But where in the great procession of life 
they pass me by 

I’ll raise my hat to the highest, to those 
who’ve tried and tried.” 


But in all your getting, get a knowledge 
of the Man of Galilee, and follow Him, and 
serve man by entering into the fellowship 
of their suffering with Him. By all means 
follow the meek and lowly Nazarene, resolve 
and say with the poet: 


“If Jesus Christ were a man, and only a 
man I say, 

Of all mankind I’d cleave to Him, to Him 
I’d cleave alway. 

If Jesus Christ were a -man and only a 
man, I’ll swear 

I’d follow Him through heaven and hell, 
the earth, the sea, the air.” 


And then in the words of Emerson, “The 
world will turn aside to let you pass,” and 
your lives will be towering successes.

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SUPPLEMENFARY 


An intense desire to see all doubts that 
a destructive criticism of the Bible have put 
in the way, removed from the minds of those 
persons who are drifting into a state of 
hardened unbelief, has prompted the sug- 
gestion, that the editor, or some other com- 
petent writer, give THE HERALD readers an 
article including the best proofs on the 
divine origin of language. 

One of the unfortunate victims of pres- 
ent day scientific investigations on the in- 
spiration of the Scriptures, evidently 
thought she had found a clincher, when she 
put the question to a not over well read 
Christian young man, How can any think- 
ing person believe the Bible to be historical- 
ly correct, after having passed through such 
a variety of ancient dialects, before it reach- 
us in its present translation? adding in con- 
temptuous voice that it was an absurdity. 

Personally, our own faith, respecting the 
origin and preservation of language from 
the Tower of Babel confusion of speech, or 
other ancient complications, is strong 
enough to withstand all the ill-grounded at- 
tacks against it. Yet there seem to be many 
persons so blind to the spiritual evidences of 
truth, that they have become too narrow in 





their conceptions of the creative perfections 
to follow a rational line of thought to a 
logical conclusion. It is such an unreason- 
able conjecture after admitting that there 
is a Supreme Being, to even suggest that 
mankind, the highest type of creation, were 
given organs of speech, and then left to de- 
velop a language from gutteral sounds. Or 
that God would create human existences en- 
dowing them with a high order of intelli- 
gence and then not give them some specific 
knowledge of their origin and a compre- 
hensive law to safeguard them from mate- 
rial danger. Language was as much a nec- 
essity to Adam and Eve, and their posterity, 
as was the food they ate. And a kind Prov- 
idence, who has so bountifully provided for 
all human needs throughout the succeeding 
generations, could just as easily protect His 
Word in its purity, through all the stages 
of transition from Hebrew, Greek, or the 
Vulgate into our present-day English ver- 
sion. God’s Word is true and will abide 
forever, is the divine testimony that is 
written in indestructible language every- 
where. 3 
And the fact is worthy of careful re- 
flection that nature and revelation agree 
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so perfectly. And it seems a strong proof 
in favor of the English-speaking nations 
being a chosen people for the dissemina- 
tion of the gospel, inasmuch as it is through 
them chiefly that the Bible is being trans- 
lated into all other languages. They are al- 
so sending missionaries into all foreign coun- 
tries, that the word may be fulfilled that all 
shall know the Lord from the least to the 
greatest. 


Biblical Criticism 
We consider the editorials in several re- 
cent issues of THE HERALD OF GOSPEL LIB- 
ERTY, on the destructive criticism of the 
Bible, are many times well worth the sub- 
scription price, that is, if from any stand- 


point we can estimate the value of logical 
Scriptural testimony in dollars and cents. 


After reading and re-reading the articles, 
we sent them to a non-subscribing friend, 
who is frequently assailed by disputed 
questions that she feels herself incompetent 
to answer. And we wish that every falter- 
ing or infected mind might have the benefit 
of the clearly defined arguments contained 
therein, as an antidote for the pernicious 
teaching of the so-called New Thought doc- 
trines, which have got such a fast grip on 
many~minds not inclined to making careful 
personal investigation. We pity the narrow 
minded men and women who go groping 
through life without a more definite hope of 
the future, than that based on the uncer- 
tainties of a materialistic perspective. 

As in comparison with people, whose spir- 
itual discernment has _ been’ enlarged 
through the true source of enlightenment, 
they might be likened to persons walled in 
in a cheerless basement flat of a tenement 
house, which has but one way out, a poor 
front view, and only a few windows on one 
side to admit the glimmering sunlight. 
While perchance just around the corner, 
there are homes of double stories set in 
beautiful gardens, where the occupants may 
go out and enjoy the revivifying atmos- 
phere made fragrant with flowers suitable 
to each season, or that they may ascend to 
lofty rooms with broad balconies, from 
whence they can take observation afar off— 
view the heavens in all the noon-tide or mid- 
night splendor; and like the psalmist, 
acknowledge the wisdom and goodness of 
the Great Architect. 

It is only to them who have a devoted heart 
and a well-developed set of brain cells, in 
seeking after the truth, that have found 
the indisputable evidences of Christianity— 
the absolute inward proof that the Bible is 
more than a man-made record of doubtful 
accuracy. It is the inspired Word of God; 
and its promises will never fail those who 
continue to abide in the faith, are the words 
of Him who knoweth the intents of ou? 
hearts, whether they be good or evil.

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CHRISTIAN TRAINING AND UNIVERSAL SERVICE” 


BY REV. FRANCES E. CLARK, D. D., LL. D., 
President of the United Society of Christian Endeavor and of the World’s Christian Endeavor Union. 


I will leave it to my colleagues to tell you 
of Christian Endeavor progress during two 
years past, of the remarkable success of the 
Millions Campaign, of the enlargement and 
improvement of our movement along many 
lines. 

It is no empty boast to say that the sun 
never sets upon the .Christian Endeavor 
movement. On every continent, beside ev- 
ery shore, on the banks of every great river, 
on all the large islands of the world, our 
societies are found. In New York and Lon- 
den, in Paris and Christiania, in Tokyo and 
Peking, in Cairo and Calcutta, in Melbourne 
and Cape Town, Christian Endeavor finds 
itself equally at home. 


An Endless Chain of Fellowship 


This would mean little, were it all we 
eould say; but if we can add that each so- 
ciety is a link in an endless chain of fellow- 
ship, that each is a school for religieus 
training in a world-wide university, then a 
worth-while dignity and significance are 
added to our statement. 

And this is true. However feeble some 
societies may be, however halting the testi- 
mony of some of our members, however im- 
perfect their work, the underlying idea of 
each is that of a Training-school for Chris- 
tian Service. There is not only promise, but 
present petency in this fact, and it centains 
untold possibilities. 

As in every system of education primary 
and secondary schools are necessary to a 
university, so it is in the Christian Endeav- 
or system. We have our Junior and our 
Intermediate societies that fit for the col- 
lege grade, the Young People’s Society. To 
be sure, many members are fitted for these 
college-grade societies in other ways, but 
no other method has been found to give so 
good a preparation for the Young People’s 
Seciety as the Junier and Intermediate 
schools. 


The Christian Endeavor College 


Then, tee, we have in our Christian En- 
deavor colleges and preparatory schools 
regular classes for instruction and prac- 
tical training. Every prayer-meeting is a 
class in Religious Expression; every com- 
mittee is a class in some form of religious 
service. The Lookout Committee is a class 
in Alertness for Soul-winning; the Prayer- 
meeting Committee a class to promote Bibli- 
eal Preparedness; the Social Committee a 
class in Fellowship and Christian Couriesy; 
the Missionary Committee a class in Relig- 
ious Geography and Generosity; and every 
union meeting is a class in Interdenomina- 
tional Fraternity and Cooperation. 

Since the analogy to the college idea is so 
striking, let us carry it further. No educa- 
tional institution is worthy of the name that 
does not promote and stimulate schelarship 
or industrial trafning, and this it docs 
largely by a system of marks and honors. 
There is no reason why the same plan 
should not be applied to our societies, stimu- 


lating effort by establishing grades of excel- 
lence and providing diplomas and other 
honers as a recognition of earnest and suc- 
cessful endeavor. 

If such a marking system and such recog- 
nition are worthy of Harvard, Princeton, 
and Dartmouth, Minnesota, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin, for excellence in the humanities 
and the sciences, why are they not doubly 
worthy in an institution that is trying to 
instruct the young people of the world in 
the things of the Kingdom of God, and make 
them apt and ready to do His work? 


Marks and Honors 


If, then, it shall please you to adopt the 
suggestion, I propose that each period be- 
tween our biennial conventions be consider- 
ed a two years’ course in our University for 
Christian Training, and that standards of 
excellence be established for each society 
and union to attain unto, so far as possible. 

Thus, as in academic colleges, there might 
be the elass A of Standard Societies, while 
those that are able to add unusual service 
might attain to the super-excellent rank of 
summa cum laude, or Superior Societies, 
while societies with smaller opportunities 
might reach the worthy grades of Excellent 
or Good Societies. 

The efficiency charts, which have been 
used with so much profit by many societies, 
will be most valuable in determining the 
ranking of a society. The unions, too, can 
stimulate the individual societies, and will 
themselves be stimulated by ranking them- 
selves in the same way according to excel- 
lence of work done during the two years’ 
course. 


Our Goal for 1917-1919 


The value, yes, the absolute necessity of a 
definite goal in order to secure the largest 
results has been proved too often in the 
past to require argument. 

For our goal during the coming biennium 
I would suggest that we strive for ten thou- 
sand Standard societies and five hundred 
Standard unions. These societies and 
unions shall be entitled to special diplomas 
or medals, and suitable recognition will be 
given to societies that have reached other 
if lesser standards. 


Inter-society Contests 


If this suggestion is accepted the require- 
ments for Standard societies will be decided 
by the Trustees and Field Secretaries. 

Again, intercollegiate contests in athletics 
or oratory seem to be an indispensable ad- 
junct of academic life; and they serve their 
purpose in promoting a healthy emulation, 
and, when rightly conducted, a hearty good 
fellowship. If our academic colleges find a 
stimulus in contesting for baseball and foot- 
ball honors, and for the laurel of the orator, 
why is it not far more worthy for our 
Christian Endeavor colleges to contest in 
the right spirit for the largest growth and 
the largest harvests in spiritual fields? 


This is already being done to some extent. 
I suggest that it become more general and 
systematic—that unions (State, district, and 
local) of about the same size compete with 
one another for the largest number of new 
societies, for the largest number of Chris- 
tian Endeavor Experts, for the largest num- 
ber of Quiet Hour Comrades and Tenth 
Legionaries, etc., and that societies chal- 
lenge one another in the matter of new 
members, new dollars for missions, etc. 

A score of these forms of religious work 
that stimulate spiritual growth may thus be 
greatly promoted during the next two years, 
and the life of our Christian Endeavor so- 
cieties and unions may be greatly quickened 
by such generous emulation. 

Flying Squadrons 

“Flying Squadrons” to visit the societies 
that need aid, and especially to establish 
new societies (Young People’s, Intermedi- 
ate, or Junior) wherever possible, have been 
formed in some unions, and have done most 
effective work. I suggest that such Flying 
Squadrons be multiplied many fold during 
the next two years. 

Naturally we remember our alumni as we 
think of our societies as colleges in a World- 
wide University for Christian Training. 
This is a large, fruitful, and fascinating 
subject, concerning which comparatively 
little has been thought or written; but it is 
a subject of vast possibilities. 


Our Hosts of Alumni and Alumnae 


In the United States and Canada, I be- 
lieve, at a low estimate there are ten mil- 
lions of men and women who have had some 
part of their religious training in Christian 
Endeavor societies. These are our alumni 
and alumnez. They all owe something to eur 
movement, but little has been asked or ex- 
pected of them, and from whom little is ex- 
pected little is received. 

No college can live long and flourish 
without the interest of its alumni. In some 
colleges this interest on the part of the 
alumni and a just pride in their alma mater 
are peculiarly strong. They flock back to 
her commencements; they are sure to send 
their sons to the same institution; they take 
an especial interest in the undergraduates, 
and help the younger graduates to get a 
start in life. They shout for their college 
in the football stadium; they feel a special 
pride in the success of their fellow gradu- 
ates; they build new buildings and provide 
new endowments for their beloved college. 
They do not miss the annual alumni banquet 
if it can be helped, and in every way they 
acknowledge their indebtedness to the col- 
lege that helped them to succeed in life, and 
declare their interest in it. 

Some such interest I believe our Christian 
Endeavor University for Christian Train- 
ing may claim from its alumni. If a col- 
lege that teaches Greek and Latin, mathe- 
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matics and the sciences, has a rightful claim 
upon those who have enjoyed its privileges 
and its blessings, surely an institution that 
instructs in the things of the Kingdom, that 
enables one by teaching and by practice to 
speak and pray and work for the Master 
and our fellow men in a hundred different 
ways, deserves the interest, sympathy, and 
helpful support of its alumni. 

The chief means of unifying and making 
effective the alumni of academic institutions 
is by the college alumni associations or 
clubs. In many cities all over the conti- 
nent such associations hold at least one 
reunion and alumni banquet in the course 
of each year. 


Sustaining Alumni Associations 

Learning a lesson from them, I suggest 
that every union, State, county, or local, 
form a Sustaining Alumni Association, and, 
moreover, wherever it is possible, that every 
local society form such an association of its 
former members. Let the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the State unions have a meeting, 
with dinner or lunch, in connection with th- 
annual convention, and the Alumni Associ: 
tion of the district or local unions have a 
similar meeting in connection with at least 
one of the meetings of the year. 


The Alumni Association of the local so- 
ciety should meet at least once a year, with 
refreshments which might well be provided 
by the undergraduates. In time of stress or 
dearth, when the society meets with oppo- 
sition or indifference in high quarters, such 
an Alumni Association would be of untold 
value in tiding over a difficult spot, and in 
strengthening the society’s weak points. 

I am aware that there are now in exist- 
ence most helpful “Christian Endeavor Vet- 
erans’ Associations,” “Old Guards,” etce., 
and in many societies “honorary members ;”’ 
but these might well be the nucleus of Sus- 
taining Alumni Associations, whose name 
contains no suggestion of old age, but simply 
former membership, or fealty to the Chris- 
tian Endeavor cause, and of interest in its 
continued success. 

I thing it is not too large a goal to set 
for the next two years that we strive for 
five hundred Sustaining Alumni Associa- 
tions in State, district, and local unions, 
and five thousand Sustaining Alumni Asso- 
ciations connected with local socicties. I 
can see vast gains to our cause in a score 
of important lines from such associations.

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LOOKING AT OUR LORD 


By Rev. Charles M. Jones 


We gratefully realize that there is a look 
that saves. And we remember that it was 
such a look that brought Spurgeon into the 
Kingdom, in response to the poor exhorter’s 
simple but fervent advice: “Look unto Him, 
young man, and be saved!” But surely this 
is not all, nor enough—the look that saves 
calls for a look that lingers. It cannot be 
an idle glance, but should be a gazing that 
becomes a beholding—the act of holding in 
view, or as intimate John put it: “That 
which we have seen with our eyes, that 
which we beheld, and our hands handled,” 
in the beautiful way he expressed his ac- 
quaintance with the Lord. The convert’s 
security and prosperity depend upon keep- 
ing Christ in view. 

Two most suggestive expressions in the 
epistle to the Hebrews inspire us to this 
looking at our Lord. It is just after com- 
paring the Christian career to a race, and 
calling vividly to mind the conditions of the 
course, that the writer directs the vision of 
the contestant to the highest inspirations 
found in the personal history of the Creator 
and Chief Leader of the course, and His 
constant presence thereafter as its Arbiter 
and Umpire:—‘Looking unto Jesus,” and, 
“Consider him.” But more impressive still 
these expressions become as we take them 
up in the original language of the epistle. 
Literally, the former is to “look away from 
to;” or to turn the eyes away from persons 
of less importance, to some one of transcend- 
ent value; from cheering bystanders to 
cherishing Captain of the course, who is 
supposed to be stationed at the goal, await- 
ing the winners. 

Jesus not only instituted the race (“set 
before us”), but Himself ran it, and now 
desires that we realize His interest and 
sympathy. 

In ancient times kings and emperors in- 
stituted, participated in, and adjudged tests 
of endurance. In those very times a Nero 
had condescended to the common contest in 
the great games at Rome. But by how 
much more animating did the illustration 
become when lifted from the corrupt and 
cruel ruler of earthly empire, to the Author, 
most illustrious Runner, and Arbiter of the 
Christian’s spiritual course! And more in- 
tense becomes the impression from a study 
of the second call to look at our Lord: “Con- 
sider Him.” The word for “consider” 
means to compare, and from it we get our 
English word “analogy.” We may para- 
phrase it: ‘Make a comparison between 
your easy race and His, who endured such 
contradiction against Himself; for ye have 
not yet resisted unto blood, striving 
against sin!” 

I. Jesus ran a deadly gauntlet, where 
we run an honorable and comfortable race. 
There is an immense difference between an 
ordinary foot-race, inspected by one’s friends 
and animated by their cheers, with no detri- 
ment but our own weight or weakness, and 
the gauntlet run as a chance for life. 
Probably few are now living who ever ran 
the terrible course between rows of dark- 
skinned and vindictive savages, wherefrom 
the victim came crippled for life perhaps, 


or else fell dead ere yet the last of his foes 
had been able to get in a stroke at him. 
Many years ago a brave man led a plucky 
band over the waterless plains and through 
pathless mountains to the Pacific empire, 
which is now my home, and by incredible 
hardships earned the name of Pathfinder 
Fremont. Multitudes have since traveled 
over the route he surveyed at such a cost of 
endurance; yet, although riding often in 
palace cars, many complain bitterly of the 
length of the journey, the want of accom- 
modations, and the discomforts of travel, 
like the heat or the cold, or the dust, in the 
transcontinental “flyer.” And yet these il- 
lustrations but feebly aid us in making the 
great contrast in the range of our “trials,” 
as compared with the overwhelming suffer- 
ings of our Lord. 

II. The race Jesus ran involved indig- 
nity, and added unspeakable insult to in- 
conceivable injury; while our course brings 
for the most part, at least in our day, many 
honorable compensations. The kiss of Ju- 
das, by which he consummated his treason 
by the most precious privilege of affection, 
the prolonged and abominable trial, and the 
cruel and brutal course to the horrors of 
the crucifixion are so familiar as to become 
commonplaces. In the history of Christian- 
ity not seldom have the higher honors at- 
tended on church membership; and often 
in our times there has been a social and 
even business premium on the Christian pro- 
fession.

Because men carriers are resigning to ac- 
cept more lucrative positions, the Post-office 
Department has ordered Postmaster Custer 
Snyder to employ women. The first exam- 
ination will be held in two weeks to fill 
vacancies in the carriers’ force. 


——-By a decree which became effective 
July 8, the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor of any kind in the state of 
Chihuahua is forbidden under severe pen- 
alty. The decree was issued under direct 
orders from President Carranza, and is con- 
sidered a war measure in furtherance of 
the efforts to stamp out banditry and rev- 
olution in the largest of the border states. 


———Mrs. Mary Satko, a Hungarian wom- 
an of Middletown, Ohio, wanted to do some- 
thing for the Red Cross and the only thing 
she could do was to give a hen and a dozen 
eggs. These were put up at public auction 
and after spirited bidding, went to Charles 
R. Hook, superintendent of the American 
Rolling Mill. Now the hen is the most 
famous hen in all the world, “Red Cross 
Biddy” they call her, because she brought 
in more than $2,000 during the Red Cross 
campaign for funds. 





Regular army officers in South Da- 
kota claim to have reliable information that 
Industrial Workers of the World leaders in 
the State have maps of the agricultural dis- 
tricts of the State, and have men stationed 
throughout the State who will make simul- 
taneous attempts to burn this season’s crops, 
is the report at Sioux Falls, S. Dak. The 
I. W. W. members think by such acts they 
will be keeping the food away from foreign 
countries which this country sends and thus 
keeps the war going on, the war being un- 
necessary and unjustified. That organiza-

Farm and Fireside says: “Except for 
immediate use or for local customers who 
use fresh eggs soon after delivery, never 
wash eggs, even if soiled. Egg investiga- 
tions show that over five million dozen eggs 
spoil unnecessarily because they were wash- 
ed or in some way became wet before go- 
ing into cold storage. Washing eggs dis- 
solves and removes the natural gelatinous 
covering which prevents germs of decay 
from getting through the pores of the egg 
shells. Neither should they be washed to 
be stored in water-glass or other preserv- 
atives. 





An authoritative statement has been 
made to the effect that Mexico is not invited 
into the war by the United States, and that 
any such movement, as has been reported, 
that Mexico is about to break with Ger- 
many would not: be based on advice given 
by the American government: The United 
States would much rather that Mexico main- 
tain a strict neutrality, though no note was 
addressed to them specially. The note sent 
to all neutral governments upon the rupture 
of relations with Germany in March applies 
in general to any country. 





Official dispatches reached the State 
Department and confirmed reports that 
Vice-President Feng Kwo-Chang assumed 
the office of acting president of China on 
July 7, and established the provisional gov- 
ernment of Nanking. The abdication of 
Hsuan Tuan, the young emperor, who was 
put back on the throne by General Chang- 
Hsuan, is corroborated. There is every 
prospect of a peaceful settlement. The ab- 
dication followed the defeat of the imperial- 
istic forces by republican troops at Lang 
Fang, south of Peking, and the desertion of 
many of Chang-Hsuan’s soldiers. 





At the close of a day of turbulent 
debate, July 6, and after voting 234 to 52 
against the so-called “bone dry” amendment, 
the Senate recessed till the next day in the 
midst of the prohibition fight on the Food 
Control Bill. Defeat of the “bone dry” 
proposal insures that legislation prohibiting 
manufacture of intoxicants will be limited 
to distilled beverages. Whether consump- 
tion as well as manufacture of distilled 
epirits shall cease during the war was a 
new element injected into the contest’ at the 
eleventh hour, which completely disrupted 
leaders’ well-laid plans and caused the re- 
cess for conferences on a compromise. 





The Senate voted 52 to 34 against the 
so-called “bone dry” amendment of the Food 
Control Bill. Defeat of this proposal en- 
sures that legislation prohibiting manufac- 
ture of intoxicants will be limited to distilled 
beverages. Already we have noticed that the 
papers have announced that saloon-keepers 
and liquor merchants have raised the prices 
of certain kinds of liquor. -The tax will be 
heavier on liquor and the consumer always 
pays the taxes for the saloon-keeper when 
he pays higher prices for his drinks. But 


the saloon-keepers didn’t give as the reason 
for their raising the prices the higher taxes, 
but instead, that there was such a demand 
for liquor and a shortage of the products 
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by reason of so many people buying because 
they had feared the passage of the pro- 
hibition amendment of the Food Control 
bill. 


All France celebrated the Fourth of 
July in honor of the Americans. A battal- 
ion of the first American expeditionary 
force about to leave for training behind the 
battle front, had its first official review in 
France and was the center of the celebra- 
tion. Everywhere the American flag was 
flying from public buildings, hotels, and 
residences, and from automobiles, cabs, and 
carts; horses’ bridles and the lapels of pe- 
destrians carried them. The French are 
very enthusiastic over the coming of the 
Americans to help in the war. 





Government control of American ex- 
ports, authorized in a provision of the 
espionage act, was put into operation by 
President Wilson July 8, with the issuance 
of a proclamation requiring the licensing of 
shipments to all countries of the most im- 
portant export commodities. In a statement 
accompanying the proclamation, the Presi- 
dent declared the government’s policy would 
be, first, to give consideration to American 
needs; next, to meet as far as possible the 
requirements of the allies, and lastly to sup- 
ply the neutral countries wherever prac- 
ticable. It is made clear that every effort 
will be made to see that no supplies reach 
the central powers. The commodities nam- 
ed in the list put under control are coal, 
coke, fuel, oils, kerosene, and gasoline, in- 
cluding bunkers, food grains, flour and meal, 
fodder and feeds, meats and fats, pig iron, 
steel billets, ship plates, and structural 
shapes, scrap iron and scrap steel, ferro 
manganese, fertilizers, arms, ammunition, 
and explosives. 





An official report just made to the 
American government, showing the extent 
to which Sweden is furnishing supplies to 
Germany, reveals that the Central Powers 
are receiving enormous quantities of ma- 
terials that go directly into the manufac- 
ture of munitions. In exporting iron ore 
to Germany, Sweden, it is shown, has sup- 
planted shipments with imports from the 
United States. Iron ore shipments from 
Sweden to Germany, the report made to 
this government declares, have reached a 
total of 9,000,000 tons in the last two years, 
all of it of the high grade required in pro- 
duction of fine steel. This, it is declared, 
represents an amount equal to Sweden’s en- 
tire pre-war export. The Allies are urging 
the United States to license no food exports 
to Sweden until a definite understanding 
has been reached with the Swedish govern- 
ment concerning her exports to Germany. 
A cartoon seen recently pictured Norway 
and Sweden handing out the back door, to 
Germany, food and commodities which those 
countries had imported from the United 
States, and Uncle Sam coming around the 
corner of the house and saying he would 
put a stop to that sort of thing.

WORK IN FOREIGN MISSIONS 
(Isaiah 61: 1-3) 


The Scripture :— 


The Spirit of the Lord God is upon me; because 
the Lord hath anointed me to preach good tidings 
unto the meek; he hath sent me to bind up the 
brokenhearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, 
and the opening of the prison to them that are bound ; 
to proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, and the 
day of vengeance of our God; to comfort all that 
mourn; to appoint unto them that mourn in Zion, 
to give unto them beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for 
mourning, the garment of praise for the spirit of 
heaviness; that they might be called trees of right- 
eousness, the planting of the Lord, that he might be 
glorified. 


The Leader :—Here we are again with an 
evening devoted to foreign missions—the 
“really real” work of the church. We often 
hear it said that we are not a missionary 
people.

CONVERSIONS IN GUJERAT 
BY DAVID MCKEE 


Last touring season, while camping in the 
village of Rothel, we found many hearts 
who were really seeking the true way of 
salvation. They are tired and discouraged 
with their old religion, which has failed to 
bring peace or joy into their hearts and 
lives. As we lifted up the full salvation 
that Christ has provided for all, without 
money and without price, we found many 
of the men ready to accept the blessed 
truth. Then we heard a murmuring among 
them, “What shall we do for seed again; to 
whom can we look for this, for the moment 
we become Christians no one will sell to us 
on credit?” * These people are farmers, 
and this is the great problem that faces 
them, and that keeps many from accepting 
Jesus as their Savior and confessing Him 
publicly. We desire an interest in your 
prayers that some way may be opened up 
for them soon, whereby this difficulty may 
be overcome. 

Another impediment is the wives, who are 
not willing to suffer. In fact, they often 
put every possible obstacle in their hus- 
bands’ way to hinder them. One woman, 
whose husband has been endeavoring to 
serve the Lord for four years, said of her 
husband, “Take him away with you; I do 
not want him; I can earn my own living.” 
Though she so bitterly opposes him, he loves 
her as very few men of this country seem 
to do, and does everything to win her to 
serve the true and loving Savior. 


About three weeks ago this poor man 
walked about twenty-six miles in the heat 
and cust to be baptized. Owing to the want of 
rain last year, every pond and river was dry 
near his village and for many miles around. 
But he offered to go down into the well if 
I would baptize him there. Seeing his ear- 
nestness I advised him to wait and come to 
Ahmedabad where there was water, and 
where he would have an opportunity to meet 
many of our Christians. He stayed with 
us two days, and before leaving us to return 
home he said with great sadness, “Oh, if I 
had known the way sooner I might have 
learned to read the Word of God myself, 
but now I cannot remember things very 
well. The day for studying is gone from 
me; and when I go home there is no one to 
read to me of Jesus, and no one to pray 
with me.” But he was somewhat comforted 
that he had learned a few verses of Chris- 
tian hymns. With a promise to come again 
if possible, he bade us good-by and went. to 
his home twenty-six miles away, to be met 
with a frown and perhaps a scolding wife, 
but with a determination to live for Jesus 
who had given His life for him. Please re- 
member to pray for him, and for all the 
other souls who are near the kingdom. 


Another recent incident gave us much joy. 
A few days ago we said farewell to a dear 
old woman, who last year with her two sons, 
daughter-in-law, and granddaughter, came 
here from a distant place, because of fam- 
ine in their district. From the first we felt 





* This is not because Christians are less trusted 
than Hindus, but because the cast system boycotts 
those who leave it for Christianity. 
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that God had brought them here for a pur- 
pose, and that they surely would be saved; 
we repeatedly told them so, and prayed, 
and pleaded with them to give themselves to 
the dear Lord who was dealing so tenderly 
with them. The two men are under deep 
conviction of sin, and before leaving to re- 
turn to their own land, over a hundred miles 
away, they promised with tears that they 
would accept the Savior, and possibly re- 
turn. I asked the dear old mother if she 
was sure her sins had been taken away, and 
that she was saved. Clasping her hands 
over her breast she said, “Ha, yes, I have 
peace in here; I am trusting in Jesus.” Her 
son, Rama, also asked her, lest there be any 
doubt in her mind, and she assured him 
also. She has openly confessed Christ in 
baptism, and she left us, with tears and 
sobs and promises to be faithful, to go back 
with her sons. Kindly remember them in 
your prayers, that they may be faithful, 
and that through them others may be 
brought to the Lord. One of the men 
learned to read nicely, and has a Bible and 
hymn book. Who knows what great things 
God may do through those weak instru- 
ments if we are faithful in holding them up 
to the throne of grace?—India Alliance.

“PUBLIC ACTIVITIES OF DR. J. J. 
SUMMERBELL” 


A copy of the “Public Activities of Dr. 
J. J. Summerbell” has come to the desk of 
the Secretary, and he is glad to make men- 
tion of it in these columns, not alone be- 
cause of the place occupied by Dr. Sum- 
merbell for so many years in our denomi- 
national life, but by reason of the excel- 
lence of the book itself. 


Compiled by his son, Rev. Carlyle Sum- 
merbell, the book preserves what every pub- 
lication in the nature of a biographical 
sketch should have, the sympathetic touch 
of love that wins in its turn the sympathy 
of the reader. Not alone does the fore- 
word express this element in the book, but 
the compiler has selected men to contribute 
the different chapters bearing on Dr. Sum- 
merbell’s life and character who knew and 
loved the man for what he was and did. 
The book is the tribute of friends, and 
everywhere there is manifest the sense of 
friendship lost and yet retained—for he yet 
liveth. The place of the Summerbell fam- 
ily in the history of the Christian Church 
is a large one and it is fitting that there 
should be preserved ‘in some such form as 
presented by this book the testimony of 
those who were his friends and who were 
consequently in the best position to weigh 
and properly evaluate the elements in the 
character of Dr. J. J. Summerbell that made 
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his contribution so pronounced in the work 
of the enlargement of the Kingdom of God. 

Ten chapters are included in the book: 
“The Summerbell Family,” by President 
Martyn Summerbell; “The Gospel Minis- 
ter,” by Rev. S. Q. Helfenstein; “The Pas- 
tor and Preacher,” by Rev. Hugh A. Smith; 
“The Orator,” by Rev. F. H. Peters; “The 
Theologian,” by Rev. O. B. Whitaker; 
“The Author,” by Rev. B. F. Vaughan; “The 
Church Official,” by Rev. J. F. Burnett; 
“The Editor,’ by Rev. Henry Crampton; 
“The College Lecturer,” by President W. A. 
Harper; “The Man and Leader,” by Prof. 
J. N. Dales. Each chapter is written by 
one of his friends who, by reason of long 
contact with him in the particular phase 
of activities dealt with is preeminently 
qualified to speak. Each of the discussions 
is appealing in the interest aroused. 

In the chapter on “The College Lecturer,” 
President Harper, after pointing out that 
a college audience is at once the most diffi- 
cult and the most appealing to face, on the 
one hand, the lecturer knowing full well 
that those to whom he speaks are unspar- 
ing of their criticism, and unfailing in the 
powers of detection of the false notes, and 
on the other most ready to appreciate new 
presentations of truth that bear the hall- 
mark of sincerity, says: “Among the most 
successful of such college lecturers was the 
late Dr. J. J. Summerbell...... Few men 
were so happy in their phrases, so winning 
in their personality, so convincing in their 
arguments and elucidations, so absolutely 
open to conviction on any point, so respect- 
ful of the possibility of truth in the oppos- 
ing direction.” 

Dr. Summerbell was a frequent visitor at 
our denominational schools and colleges and 
always, we may believe, left an impression 
for good upon his audience. Probably Dr. 
McReynolds expresses most accurately the 
estimation in which he was held by the 
institutions of learning before which he was 
called to speak: “He always showed thor- 
oughness of preparation and a precision 
which characterized but few lecturers. Ev- 
ery subject was treated comprehensively, 
yet concisely. He had a unique and forceful 
style which always made its appeal. But 
few men have appeared before our college 
body who have been more pleasing and made 
a more lasting impression.” 

The publication will be delightful reading 
to one who is fortunate enough to secure 
a copy. It is issued by the press of The 
Christian Publishing Association. 


ANOTHER RECENT PUBLICATION 

That the Summerbell family still plays a 
vital part in the activities of the Christian 
Church is evident from the most recent book 
from the press of The Christian Publishing 
Association, “Christian Home Training,” by 
Dr. Martyn Summerbell, president of 
Starkey Seminary. Dr. Summerbell holds 
the position of Superintendent of Rural and 
Family Religion of the Young People’s So- 
ciety of Christian Endeavor of the State 
of New York and the six chapters compos- 
ing the book represent papers read at vari- 
ous times before churches of different de- 
nominations, ministerial associations, and 
theological seminaries. The reception given 
the lectures at these gatherings and specific 
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requests to that end decided the author to 
put them in permanent form for a larger 
dissemination. 

Dr. Summerbell deals with a vital theme. 
Preeminently in our modern life, as indeed 
for all time, stands the home, the sacred- 
ness of which must be guarded and the 
proper functioning of which must be main- 
tained if society is to give a higher setting 
to the Kingdom of God. Not until parental 
care and control are set in motion religion- 
ward will we hope for large success in 
Christ’s program. 

Six lectures are included in the book: 
“The Need for Real Religion;” “Some 
Causes of Religious Declension;” “Helpful 
Social and Spiritual Forces;” “The Begin- 
ning of Christian Training;” “The Value of 
Home Training;” “Christian Home Train- 
ing.” It will be noted that Dr. Summer- 
bell’s approach to his general theme is as 
interesting as it is vital. That he is quali- 
fied to speak is undoubted, not alone from 
his own home experience, but from his long 
association with young men and women in 
the molding period of life. 

We would gladly quote some of the many 
good things in the book, just by way of 
whetting the appetite of the reader of this 
brief review, that they might, in turn, be 
led to secure the book and enjoy it. Let one 
brief citation suffice: 

For half a century or more we have been 
applying our social prescriptions to the 
single soul. We have set about reforming 
this man and the other, in the notion that 
when we have improved the single person 
we shall have improved the condition of so- 
ciety at large. In all this it is high time 
for us to realize that we have been driving 
on the wrong track. We have been chasing 
the phantom of individualism run mad. We 
shall be far more successful in all our re- 
forms and in our efforts at conversion, when 
we turn our attention to the family, which 


is the natural social unit for training and 
development.

But God was bet- 
ter to us than our fears, for 
our church rallied finely to the 
extra demand. Special meet- 
ings began in the city hall, 
May 6, under the leadership 
of Rev. Milton S. Rees, of 
Rochester, N. Y., his wife lead- 
ing the singing. Our pastor. 
and people entered most heart- 
ily into the work, during the 
five weeks of this special 
effort. Even before these meetings be- 
gan, a good number had been received 
into the church, the outcome of direct 
personal work, blessed by the Holy Spirit’s 
power, and during these special meet- 
ings others were led to make the great 
decision for Christ. On the last Sunday in 
June, fifty were baptized by Brother Hall 
in our beautiful Webster Lake. In all, sixty 
have been received into our church since 
January 1, with more to follow.

Some 
churches are planning on large delegations 
for a day at a time and many expect to 
bring practically their entire congregations 
for the Sunday-school and preaching serv- 
ices Sunday, Sept. 2.

Committee for any further information.

LETTERS FROM THE FRONT 
As a supplement to the article which ap- 
peared recently, entitled, “The Bible on the 
Battle-fields,” by Mr. Francis C. Brading, 
General Secretary of the Scripture Gift 
Mission of London, England, the following

extracts from letters of workers and dis- 
tributors of the Gospels and Testaments 
published by this society will be of interest: 


Among all the sad stories that come to us 
from the battle-field, surely the saddest is 
that of the wounded soldier who has had to 
lie helpless and suffering for hours, days 
even, unprotected from sun and rain by 
day; his pain-stricken face upturned by 
night to the silent stars of heaven. Hap- 
pily, so perfect is the Red Cross organiza- 
tion, so thorough the sear¢h of the ground 
after a fight, that such cases are rare, and 
then due chiefly to the swaying to and fro 
of the battle-line, and the isolation of some 
member of a unit. Who can tell what 
passes between God and the soul in the case 
of a wounded man lying thus alone, espe- 
cially when his sole companion is a copy of 
the Word of God? A Scotch worker writ- 
ing to the Secretary of the Scripture Gift 
Mission, tells a remarkable story: 

“I heard the other day of a soldier who 
was wounded, and was lying out for seven 
days before he was brought into the hos- 
pital. He had a Gospel of St. Mark with 
him, and he said how he enjoyed reading it. 
He sent it here for his aunt to see it; it’s 
all mud, but he told her to send it back, as 
he would not part with it as long as he 
lives. I think this little incident is great 
encouragement for the great cause for 
which you are laboring.” 

God’s children have for years been cry- 
ing to Him for revival: instead of the an- 
swer we expected, there came upon us war! 
But war has brought the greatest opportu- 
nity of all time for the distribution of the 
Word of God, and the total of copies of the 
New Testament and Gospels distributed 
among the fighting nations since the war 
began, by the Scripture Gift Mission alone 
totals some twenty millions. The same tes- 
timony comes from every land, that there 
was never such an eager desire to possess 
God’s Word as now. What more sure way 
of preparation for revival can there be than 
a knowledge of the Word of God, which 


salone can make wise to salvation. 


One of the most encouraging features of 
the work is the wonderful way in which 
Christian soldiers themselves are working 
among their comrades. The Quartermaster 
Sergeant of a Welsh regiment sends to the 
Scripture Gift Mission the following inter- 
esting account of his work: 

“The work of distribution has been going 
on ceaselessly and prayerfully. In addition 
to supplying a Gospel to each recruit who 
is not already in possession of one, I usual- 
ly visit the barrack-rooms and huts almost 
every night to inquire if any one is with- 
out. I may say that we have excellent op- 
portunities, and advantage is taken of them, 
to speak about Jesus, and explain the way 
of salvation. We talk of things eternal 
from nine p. m. to nine-thirty p. m., sing one 
or two hymns, and offer a prayer on their 
behalf; sometimes there are fifty to one 
hundred men present. Then we distribute 
Christian literature, including Gospels for 
them to read in the train,:as drafts leave 
almost every morning for long journeys. On 
asking them one night if any one in the 
room could tell us how to get to heaven, 
and be sure of getting there, some said we 
couldn’t know until we died. They seemed 
surprised when told that God’s Word tells 
different; and we pointed them to John 
8: 16 and John 5: 24, etc., and that by trust- 
ing fully on the Lord Jesus our sins are 
put away for good at once, and we become 
on God’s side there and then. I inclose a 
small donation of four shillings ($1.00), to 
help the good work, which please accept.” 


A soldier’s gift to help on the distribution 
of the Gospels among soldiers—surely a 
precious gift in the sight of Him who sits 
over against the treasury! In this connec- 
tion, too, a very touching gift comes to hand 
from a northern Sunday-school—where the 
money usually spent in prizes for attend- 
ance has been sent this year, with the con- 
sent of the children, to the Scripture Gift 
Mission, “To send the Word of God to the 
soldiers.” 
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Time would fail to fully tell the story of 
the spread of the Word of God—among 
soldiers and sailors on active service, among 
the Jews, among the Dutch-speaking people 
of South Africa, and even such distant out- 
posts of Empire as Fiji, as told in letters 
received during the last few days at the 
office of the Scripture Gift Mission. 





“We called him Madame S’s ‘poilu,”” 
writes a worker in France, “for she had 
adopted him, a lonely soldier whose wife 
and family are shut up in Lille, in the Ger- 
man lines. No definite news can be obtain- 
ed from them. He, poor fellow, after doing 
his duty in a score of desperate encounters 
with ‘les boches,’ had been wounded, and 
for several months was laid up in an hos- 
pital. His name somehow had been given to 
Madame S. (a Christian worker well known 
to us), who opened up a correspondence, 
and we also sent him quite a series of tracts 
and a New Testament. These ministrations 
by the goodness of God had so effectively 
accomplished their purpose that our soldier 
was brought to see his need of salvation. 
His reading of the New Testament con- 
vinced him. Later he took definite hold up- 
on the salvation which is in Christ. Since 
he left us, his letters are full of the joy he 
has found in his Savior and desire to labor 
to bring others to Him.” 

“We were very fortunate to get Testa- 
ments,” writes a British soldier at the front 
to the lady who supplied him and his com- 
rades with the Word of God from a grant 
sent by the Scripture Gift Mission, “for you 
should see the other fellows look at us when 
we pull them out of our pockets,” and he 
goes on to say that they have at night a 
little service amongst themselves—God bless 
them! Somebody’s boys—some mother’s 
son, each one of them. ‘ 

It may be of interest to mention that the 
official sanction of our own government was 
asked and obtained for the printing and 
dispatch of considerably more than 100,000 
Hungarian Gospels for the Hungarian pris- 
oners of war in Russia, in association with 
the work of the National Bible Society of 
Scotland. Definite information has just 
been received that 100,000 of these illus- 
trated Gospels are already on the way, 
through the Red Cross Society, for distribu- 
tion amongst these Hungarian prisoners in 
Russia and Siberia. May we ask for very 
special prayer for these Gospels, which we 
are assured will be eagerly welcomed by 
the captives?

WONDERFUL WORK IN THE PHILIPPINES 


The Panayan Association recently held 
its annual convention and the reports show 
real progress. Two years ago their total 
membership was only about five thousand; 
one year ago a little over seven thousand 
five hundred; now they have over fifteen 
thousand. 


In the province of Bulacan, as the result 
of special effort to increase Sunday-school 
interest during the last two years, the Sun- 
day-school membership has grown from 
twenty-five hundred to eight thousand, and 
there have been two thousand additions to 
the church as a part of this plan. 


A truly “Bible Revival” has been in prog- 
ress in Pampanga, under the special lead- 
ership of Rev. E. L. Housley, who is happy 
only when in the midst of a genuine revival. 
He. has twenty-six circuits in Pampanga 
and these are being worked in three allot- 
ments. While working one set the pastors 
from the others come over to unite with the 
ones working. Each set is worked eight 
days and nights. They start off the cam- 
paign with a rousing revival meeting at 
night, enlisting volunteers to help canvass 
the whole town in teams of two and two. 
The pastors are especially busy in this work. 
During the daytime visits are made from 
house to house, taking every one in succes- 
sion on given streets. They ask if the house 
contains a copy of the Scriptures, and if 
not, then they donate a Gospel. This leads 
to conversation and ofttimes sales of the 
Bible follow. The subject matter of the 
Scriptures are a natural subject of conver- 
sation and invitations to attend the Sunday- 
school are freely extended. Accessions to 
the church come in due course. 


At the end of the first section they held a 
Workers’ Conference that was a real bene- 
diction. The workers came in with their 
stories of successes and their difficulties. 
For a whole day they dealt with definite 
concrete items of how to enter a house, to 
open the conversation, whether to sit down 
or stand up, to carry their books under their 
coats, or in open hands, etc. All was in 
old-fashioned book-agent style. The reports 
were large with results. About 800 Gospels 
had been donated, 2,000 were sold, 2,800 
homes were visited for the first time, 250 
were added to the Sunday-schools, and 
forty-nine to the church membership. Then 
these workers started off for the second in- 
stallment of circuits. 


STREET WAIFS IN BUENOS AIRES 


Scores of children are picked’ up on the 
streets of Buenos Aires and cared for by 
the Boca Sunday-school of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. This Sunday-school is 
in one of the neediest sections of the city. 

The police records of Buenos Aires state 
that there are 5,000 abandoned children on 
the streets. An influential magazine, Munde 
Argentino, is doing its best to stir up the 
public mind to a realization of the neglect 
to which these children are subject. This 
publication states that the principal amuse- 
ments of the children are gambling and 
smoking. The children of South America 
have ‘hot yet come inta their own. The 
Sunday-school is called to be a powerful 
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agency in the vindication of these child- 


rights. 


GET READY FOR THE MISSIONARIES’ CHRISTMAS 
NOW 


_ Though there is a most urgent and per- 

sistent call in these days by the Red Cross, 
the needs on the foreign mission fields mus: 
not be forgotten. Christmas brings a spe- 
cial call and the response has been gener- 
ous. The missionaries lay away many 
things which come during the year and 
bring them out for distribution at the 
Christmas season. They are always asking 
for simply-dressed dolls. These should be 
of the go-to-sleep variety and about ten 
inches in size.

A FOOD CRISIS IN AMERICA 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18, 1917. 


In the great national food crisis which 
confronts us, a crisis so great that the Pres- 
ident himself has taken it up, I ask for 
your personal interest and assistance. As a 
minister of God, a leader of the people, and 
a lover of liberty and your fellow man, your 
cooperation is earnestly desired and greatly 
needed. 

In such a time as this, the people turn 
naturally to the Church. It will be a calam- 
ity to the nation and to the churches if their 
chosen ministers neglect to exercise their . 
proper leadership in the great cause of 
feeding a world in need. 

For the world is in want of food. The 
wheat crop of 1916 was short. The crop 
of 1917 will be shorter still, while the de- 
mands of armies and the waste of war re- 
quire larger consumption. Thus with in- 
creased need and diminished supply, the 
world stock of food has reached a. point 
lower than was ever known before in mod- 
ern times. 

From Canada and the United States the 
Allies are asking five hundred and fifty 
million bushels of wheat this year; yet, un- 
less special measures are taken the pros- 
pect is that both together will be able to 
give them only three hundred million. But 
if wise and sufficient measures are adopted, 
and then backed up by the patriotic good 
will of our people, there will be food enough 
for ourselves and for our Allies as well. 

The present excessive cost of food is not 
justified. There is no corresponding short- 
age of supply in America. Nevertheless, 
the situation is very serious. The duty is 
laid upon us to raise not only food enough 
for ourselves, but so much more to send 
abroad, that in spite of the submarines 
enough may reach France and England to 
keep them supplied. Unless we can feed 
both our own people and the mén who are 
fighting for us across the water, the great 
cause which we have joined will be lost. 

To meet the needs of the war and of the 
world, we must produce generously, give 
freely to our Allies,ourselves eat as much, 
but no more than, we need, and: especially 
save the waste. Lasting disgrace will fall 
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pon us if lack of self-restraint should pre- 
\ent us from taking our proper part in this 
reat conflict against the doctrine of “might 
makes right.” 

The waste in food amounts at least to 
ifty dollars a year for every family in 
america. The waste of a single ounce of 
ood each day in every home means a yearly 
vaste of nearly five hundred million pounds 
of food. The waste of a single slice of bread 
ach day in every home means the daily 
vaste of a million loaves of bread. The 
housand million dollars of needless waste 
thich thus takes place yearly in the house- 
olds of America can and should be stopped. 

The ways of thrifty living are not new. 
‘n order to practice them, we need do little 

1ore than return to the frugal habits of 
arlier days. To purchase wisely; to lose 
iothing for lack of proper care; to serve 
o more than hunger demands; to serve 
gain the unused portion; to preserve in 
ime of plenty against the lean months 
ihead; to save wheat for France and Eng- 
and by eating more corn ourselves,.because 
hey do not bake at home, and corn-bread is 
“nknown; these are some of the means of 
elping to save the waste and win the war. 
suggest them in cooperation with the U. S. 
Jepartment of Agriculture, to which, as 
vell as to the County Agricultural Agents, 
-he Home Demonstration Agents in the 
sities, and the State Agricultural College, 
inquiry may profitably be made for printed 
and written advice about saving food. 

Will you join in the good work of saving 
more food for the women and children of 
Belgium, the orphans of France, the men 
n the trenches who are fighting our battles, 
and for the people of the United States? I 
ask that you will preach on the Conserva- 
ion of Food on Sunday, July 1, a day which 

hope will become known as Food-Saving 
Day. Make that day a notable one in the 
nistory of your church. To that end I sug- 
gest that you bring about cooperation with 
appropriate religious or civic bodies, and 
especially with the women of your own con- 
gregation. 

The women of America have never failed 
to answer such a call as comes to them now. 
The saving of food is within their sphere. 
\Vithout food conservation we cannot win 
the war. The woman who conserves the 
food supply of America and her Allies ren- 
ders a high service to her country and to 
all humanity as well. In very truth, the 
. outcome of the world war is in the hands 
of the women no less than in the hands of 
the men. 

Will you also furnish in advance an ab- 
stract or copy of your sermon to the news- 
paper editors of vour Jocality, to whom I 
am writing to ask special consideration for 
it? 

Again I ask for your eccoperation. Let us 
work together in whole-bearted response to 
the patriotic duty to which we are called. 
Let us make it the purpose and the motto 
of every household in America to Save the 
Waste and Win the War.

THE DOOM OF WAR

We are in the midst of two great cam- 
paigns. They are of greater importance to 
mankind than the assaults on Verdun were 
to Germany. They are more vital to the 
welfare of humanity than the battle of the 
Marne was to France. They are waged 
against more powerful and destructive foes 
than the Central Powers or the Allies. The 
two great campaigns which humanity is 
now fighting are the battle against booze 
and the war on war. 


Both go to certain victory. King Alcohol 
is doomed. God has decreed it. The prophet 
Habakkuk has declared it. When speaking 
of the liquor traffic, he asserts, “Because 
thou hast spoiled many nations, all the 
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remnant of the people shall spoil thee; be- 
cause of men’s blood and for the violence 
done in the land, in the city and to all that 
dwell therein.” In every nation the liquor 
forces are meeting defeat. 

King Mars, too, will perish from the 
earth. God has promised it. The prophets, 
looking down the vistas of time, have seen 
the vision of a warless world. It is well 
for us to turn to God’s Word. It heartens 
us when we feel discouraged and incline to 
the belief that world peace is a poet’s idle 
dream or a pacifist’s mad desire. 

This is the Word of the Lord, the sure 
voice of prophecy :— 

“He maketh wars to cease unto the end 
of the earth, he breaketh the bow and cut- 
teth the spear in sunder; he burneth the 
chariot in the fire” (Ps. 46:9). 

“They shall beat their swords into plow- 
shares and their spears into pruning hooks; 
nation shall not lift up sword against na- 
tion, neither shall they learn war any more” 
Ga, 2:4). 

“I will break the bow and the sword and 
the battle out of the earth and make them 
to lie down safely” (Hosea 2: 18). 

“All the armor of the armed men in the 
tumult and the garments rolled in blood 
shall be for burning, for fuel of fire. For 
unto us a child is born, unto us a son is 
given; and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, the Mighty God, Ever- 
lasting Father, Prince of Peace. Of the in- 
crease of his government and of peace there 
shall be no end” (Is. 9: 5-8). 

These and kindred passages make it cer- 
tain that war will go, that this is the will 
of God. There is no doubt about the 
ultimate issue of the campaign to abolish 
war. The is no doubt that war is 
doomed to follow slavery, crucifixion, the 
duel, the feud, legalized gambling, opium, 
and the liquor traffic into the company of 
that which civilization and Christianity con- 
demns and bans. 

But when will war cease? Not until the 
world grows sick of wars. Not until the 
nations realize that there is a better way. 
Not until the Christian world awakens to 
the fact that war is against the will of God 
and contrary to the Spirit of Jesus. When 
the “government is upon His shoulder” who 
is the Prince of Peace, then will the dream 
of the poets be realized and the vision of 
the prophets be fulfilled. 

Is this time near? Yes. The world is 
sick of war, never so sick as to-day. The 
nations now know that there is a better way 
than by force to settle their difficulties; that 
war never proves who is right, only which 
is stronger. And never before have Chris- 
tians seen war with its mask off as they do 
to-day, as the father of all evils, as the in- 
stigator to all cruelties, as the enemy of all 
liberties, as the foe of the Church, as in- 
imical to Christianity, and as hostile to the 
Kingdom of Christ. 

An awakened Christian conscience abol- 
ished slavery, the duel, the lottery, and the 
opium traffic. These reforms were once de- 
clared impossible, yet they were accomplish- 
ed. Shall the Christian world declare with 
unbelievers that to end war is impossible, 
when God is against war, when its evils 
have been made manifest by the greatest 
of all wars and when the victories of the 
past over ancient wrongs are before its 
eyes? Shall it not rather pray, “Thy will 
be done,” and while it prays, speak, write, 
labor, and sacrifice to abolish this child of 
hell, war, from among mankind?

Y. M. C. A. WORKERS IN THE WAR 


Over a hundred men a day applying for 
positions as War Work Secretaries of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association is in- 
dicative of an opportunity being sought by 
high-grade Christian men to serve the coun- 
try in a constructive, patriotic~way. The 
age of these men varies from nineteen to 
sixty or more. Because of the severe temp- 
tations of camp life and the contacts with 
human nature, the applicants under twenty- 
one are promptly rejected. Each of the re- 
mainder is required to fill out a self-analy- 
sis blank, give three references of men who 
know him intimately, including as far as 
possible, Association-employed officers. These 
references are then sent analysis blanks for 
the candidate to be filled out, and upon the 
assembling of this material with photograph 
and any correspondence, there is a review 
made by three or five examiners and if the 
candidate shows evidences of possessing the 
combination of qualities necessary for this - 
task, he is pl upon the “approved list.’ 
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Many of these men need to be seen and 
talked with personally. It is keeping the 
staff of five secretaries and ten or more 
clerks busy in passing the candidates 
through this process. A splendid body of 
men have run this gauntlet and are now 
eligible for the training courses that are to 
— appointment and definite assign- 
ment. 


For men inexperienced in Association 
work a four-weeks’ course of instruction 
will be required. The following points have 
been selected for the conduct of these 
courses: 

1. Y. M. C. A. College, Springfield, Mass.—June 17 

to July 14. 

Lake Geneva Summer School, College Camp, Wis. 

—June 27 to July 25. 

- Blue Ridge Summer School, Blue Ridge, N. C.—

Estes Park Summer School, Estes Park, Colo.— 

probably July 27 to August 23. 

Eastern Summer School, Silver Bay, Lake George,

Seabeck Summer School, Seabeck, Wash.—probably 

July 12 to August 8. 

San Francisco, Cal—details not arranged. 

For experienced men in the Association 
work, but who have not had previous con- 
tact with Army secretarial work, a five- 
days’ intensive setting-up conference will be 
held in each one of the Army Departments. 
This method of training it is hoped will 
qualify many men who, while lacking prac- 
tical technical Association training, have 
yet the leadership, character, and ability 
successfully to handle the work that needs 
to-be done in these camps. 

From the trained and tested secretaries 
in the camps scattered throughout the Unit- 
ed States, secretaries will be selected who 
will be used with the Expeditionary Forces. 
Christian business men, college professors, 
school teachers, lawyers, and clergymen, are 
adjusting their programs so as to assist in 
this work during the period of the war. A 
large part of the nearly 5,000 applications 
are made up of the upper-class college men 
who have demonstrated their leadership and 
capacity for Christian work in their college 
Association. It is the hope of the Personnel 
Bureau to have ready at the time of the 
opening of the great concentration camps, 
qualified staffs for each building, of men 
who can work together and are ready from 
the very opening of camps to render a 
highly efficient service to the soldiers. In 
the meantime with the development of the 
skeleton camps of the regular army, the 
assembling of National Guardsmen, and 
the various groups of soldiers and sailors, a 
staff of men is being placed at each point 
where an Association building has been pro- 
vided or where there are other facilities for 
doing Association work.
